BURMA'S LATE GOVERNOR 


Sir Hugh Stephonson who, with 
Lady Stephenson, is now visiting 
China cu his way home after relin- 
Jquishing the Governorship of Burma, 
fs a distinguished officer of the In- 
@ian Civil Service. Appointed i 
1895, Sir Hugh was posted to Bengal 
and quickly ‘made his mark in the 
Sceretariat. He was a men.ber of 
the Southborough Reform Commit- 
fee which worked out the details of 
the franchise under the Montague- 
Chelmsford constitution and he rose 
fo the Membership of the Governor's 
Exceutive ‘Council (Cabine:). in 1922, 
Subsequently he acted as Governor 
of Bengal on two occasions during 
the absence of the Bar! of Lytton and 
Sir Stanley Jackson on leave in 1926 
and 1930 respectively and he govern- 
ed Bihar and Orissa {rom 1027 10 
1932. ‘He then was on the point of 
retirement, but was paid the excep- 
tional con:pliment of being invited to 
go to Burma in December 1932.10 
Succeed Sir Charles Innes, He har 
voluntarily cut short his five-year 
tenure in order that his successor, 
Sir Archibald Cochrane, may have 
the opportunity of becoming aequaint- 
‘ed with the conditions of the country 
for an appreciable time before the 
Inauguration of the new regiment 
under which Rurma ‘will have-en 
entity separate from India.

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THE JAPANESE DIET 


However turbulent may have been 
the Japanese Dict session which 
ended on May 27, under the impetus 
of a desire for’ greater expression 
‘of popular opinion since the February 
military revolt it has been one of 
‘the most interesting sessions in the 
‘constitutional history of the country. 
Forty-five of the 46 bills introdueed 
by the Government were approved 
but with such modifieations as to 
render some. mercly temporary 
measures likely to be abandoned by 
the time the Diet meets again in 
December. Among these is the bill 
for the control of subversive litera- 
ture, which was the target of 
arliamentary attack and of. news- 
paper criticism because in it were 
seen further efforts to curb freedom of 
speech, and, of course, freedom of 
the press. ‘As such the bill was 
assed with imporlant-modifteations 
which will tend to deprive it of the 
harsher provisions originally pro- 
posed.

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WORK OF YUNNAN-BURMA COMMISSION 


Seven Months of Hard Labour: Pleasant Relations 
Between British and Chinese Officials 


Nanking, May 27. 


PER an absence in Yunnan of seven months, Mr. Leong Yew- 

‘koh, Senior Chinese Commissioner to the Sino-British Joint 
Boundary Commission for the Yunnan-Burma border, returned by 
acroplane to the Capital to-day to report to General Chang Chun, 


Minister of Foreign Affairs, on 


his mission. 


‘Owing to the arrival of the malaria season in Yunnan, the 
work of the Commission was suspended last month, and will be 


resumed again in December. 

Interviewed by Kuo Min, Mr. Leong 
explainéd what. the Commission has 
been doing, and the prospects of an 
amicable solution. He sal 

“The Commission is composed of| 
five Commissioners—two appointed by| 
each Government, and a neutral Com- 
missioner appointed by the League of 
Nations, who acts as Chairman. 

“The duty of the Commission is to 
Interpret certain paragraphs in the 
Agreement of 1697 on which the! 
former Sino-British Commissioners, 
40 years ago, failed o arrive at a 
‘common. interpretation, ‘The portion 
fof the Yunnan-Burma boundary con 
cerned has been left unsettled ever 
since. The scope and procedure of| 
the present Commission were duly 
defined by Terms of Reference which| 
the two Governments agreed to when 
the Commission was set up last year. 

“The Chinese Delegation left Nan- 
ing in the middle of September last 
‘After a month's uneventful journey 
from Yunnantu across 1,500 1 of hilly 
country, constantly elimbing moun 
tain ridges and descending to. the| 
plains, riding daily from 7 o'clock in 
the morning till 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon, resting at night In barns or 
village inns, tke Chinese Delegation| 
‘arrived on November 29 at the village| 
of Malelawt, thirty Ii from Hohsawn—| 
the meeting place of the Joint Com- 
mission, 

“On December 1, we met the nou- 
tral Chalrman and’ the British Com- 
missioners at the Britis Camp at] 
Hohsawn, which is also a military| 
post. Our camp was stationed at 
Nania about ten it from Hohsawn. 
‘Mhe neutral Chairman was Colonel F. 
Iselin, a Swiss artillery officer. —He| 
was accompanied by a private secre- 
tary, Mr. W. A. Prestre, a civil en- 
iineer and ofteer in the Swiss Army.| 
‘The British Commissioners were Mr. 
J. Clague, Socretary to tke Burmese| 
‘Superintendent of the Shan State 
Government, and Mr. P. 8. Grose, 
Mr, W. Stark Toller, British Consul 
at "Tengyuch, was Adviser to the| 
‘British Commissioners. 




















“In order to settle the first section 
ot the unsettled boundary we held 33) 
conferences at Hohsawn and Nanta, 
besides making numerous excursions 
for investigations on the ground. The] 
conferences were held in the Chinese! 
fand British camps on alternate days. 
Many! days were takor ip with hear= 
ing witnesses and examining docu- 
mentary and other evidence concern- 
ng the boundary In dispute. At} 
Hohsawn and Nanta lone, | about 
twenty Ioeal chiefs and keadmen were| 
examined and cross-examined. “Many 
‘more were heard in camp at other 
places. 

“After the first section was settted,| 
we moved our camps first to Lufang. 
then’ to Kong Meng, Mengko. ‘Meng- 
tung, La Ba, and finally to Laochang. 
AS We moved along over the disputed 
‘area, we continued holding conter- 
fences and making excursions. ‘The| 
Chairman was very thorough and in- 
sisted on. ascertaining every inch of 
the ground. Very often we had to 
construct paths up to mountain peaks| 
covered by virgin forests and explore! 
‘almost inaccessible regions. 


Ralny Season Starts 

“At Laochang the rainy season 
started in April with torrential rains, 
a signal to all who are not natives to 
depart, for with the rains comes 

thang Hsi." a form of malignant 
‘malaria which affects the brain and 
carries off the stricken in two days 
Apart from bringing "Chang Hs!" the 
Yains also made survey work impos- 
sible, ‘The Commission therefore de- 
cided to stop work on April 8. 

“Only about Halt the disputed area 
hhas been dealt with this season. ‘The| 
other portion will have to be investi- 
ated during the next dry season. 

“During the past season we held 
67 conferences and heard about thirty 
to forty witnesses, 
ur nearest Post OMmice was about| 
twelve days’ mareh away. ‘We were, 
however, In constant wireless com- 
munication with Nanking and Yun- 
nanfu. Rations were a serious pro- 
Diem. Including escort, porters, 
sedan-chair carriers, and servants, we| 
numbered more than 500 men. Very 
eften we had to yo five or six days’ 


























of rice. ‘The British escort also num- 
dered over $00 men. 
‘Trouble with Natives 

“On several occasions our progress| 
was barred by wild head-hunters who| 
Insisted on measuring the strength| 
of their primitive “ows and polsoned| 
arrows against our modern rides. 
But the most troublesome natives 
were the so-called Christian "Wahs,"| 
who had been converted to a form| 
of pseudo-Christianity in 
eentury by an American missionary, 

“On the whole, however, the na-| 
tives ‘have been very frlendly and] 
helpful in aur work. 

“We had three companies of soldiers| 
from the Tengyueh-Yungehang Reg! 
ment {oF our escort. Compliments on| 
thelr smartness discipline, and morale 
were frequently expressed by the| 
British Delegation and the Chairman. 

“Our relations with the Chairman 
and the British Commissioners in the 
‘work of the Joint Commission wi 
very. pleasant. ‘There were many| 
Aiticultles. and disagreements were 
bound to cecur in work of this nature, 
‘but we have always di in a 
most friendly spirit, fully realizing 
each other's dimeulties.

‘and that ungrudgingly. In spite of a

conscientiously say that he has ful. 
filled both the letter and the spirit| 
.of the instructions given by the gov- 
‘ernments concerned under the Terms 
of Reference. He has personally 
studied every inch of the ground 
under investigation. In the climbing 
of dimeult mountains the has set an: 
jexample to the younger men of our 
‘Commission who seem to imagine that| 
human beings are meant only for} 
feather beds and soft cushions! To 
our deliberations, the Chairman's wis- 
dom, ‘his unrivalled experience in 
boundary questions. and his imparti- 
ality, have been the outstanding and| 
the most Important contribution. It 
Ig true we did not always agree with 
kis views. But whenever we dis- 
‘agreed with him, we disagreed in the 
fullest conviction that his views were 
prompted by the highest motives, and 
that they were consclentiqus " and 
impartial. If 1 am ealled upon to 
continue the work next season, 1 
certainly could not wish for a better 
‘Chairman than our present one. 

"Coupling with the vote of thanks} 
to the Chairman, T wish to place on| 
record the Happiness and pleasure 
we have experienced in our sssotia- 
tion with the British Delegation in| 
the work of this Joint Commission, 
‘We have not always seen things eye 
to eye with our British colleagues, 
Dut we have always disagreed in a 
spirit. of sportsmanship and with a. 
friendly understanding of each other's| 
Jdimteullies.. I trust our joint detibera-| 
tions and labours will assist our re-| 
[spective Governments to reach a 
Satisfactory solution over a very long| 
standing dispute, a solution tat will 
fenhance the friendship of two great| 
friendly nations.” 

‘Mr. Clague: “I have great pleasure 
to associate myself with the expres- 
sons of sentiments of Mr. Leong.

Nanking, May 27. 
‘The explanations given by the 
‘Japanese Government concerning the 
ecent increase of Japanese troops in 
North China have been rejected by 
Nanking. and instructions have been 
issued to the Chinese Embassy in 
[Tokyo to make further representa- 
tions on the subject. 

‘As soon as the news of Japan's 
intention to increase her troops in 
North China was recelved in Nan- 
‘king, representations were made t9 
the Japanese Embassy that the meas- 
lure is entirely unwarranted by condi. 
tions in the North: and that it would 
not fall to irritate Chinese feelings. 
Te was pointed out thatthe measure 
didnot accord. with Mr. Hirota's 
prineiple of “non-aggression and non- 
Menace,” and should be dropped in 
the Interests of both countries, At 
the same time the Chinese Ambas- 
sador in Tokyo was instructed to 
make similar” representations with 
the Japanese Foreign Office. 

Replying to the Chinese Ambas- 
sador in Tokyo, the Japanese Foreiga 
Office attempts to justify the increase 
of troops on the ground of “unstable 
conditions” in North China and holds 
that the measure is an “absolute 
necessity" for ensuring a Japanese 
garrison in North China to deal with 
‘any emergency, While contending 
that they have the right to make such 
inerease under the terms of the Boxer 
Protocal, the Japanese Government] 
pledges ‘that the number of the in~ 
[ceased troops will be limited to the 
“necessary minimum” and denies 
that the measure constitutes a menace 
to (China or injures her sovereign 
right. 

Denying the Japanese allegation of 
“instability” if North China and 
‘holding that the increase of the 
Japanese troops cannot fall to arouse 
Chinese suspicions, the Forelgn Office 
‘has. Instructed the Chinese Am 
Jbassador in Tokyo to make further 
representations wish the Japanese 
Government—Central News. 


Strong Statement by Japanese Consul 
Kobe, May 30. 

“Tho situation is such’ that China 
must choose between mutual int 
dependence with Japan or war with 
Japan," declared Mr. ¥.

Mr, Hachiro Arita will not fail 
to perceive the dignity, restraint 
and statesmanship of General

—rightly or wrongly—began that 
train of events which broke the| 
ties binding Japan with her sister 
Powers, Manchuria became Man- 
choukuo, the boundaries of which 
were soon made to advance into| 
Jehol and Northern China, With 
her foot set on the lone track 
without the League, Japan found| 
herself progressively lured into’ 
further adventures until to-day she 
has penetrated into Charhar and. 
Suiyuan, has created a virtual 
protectorate of Hopel and is 
exercising a de facto. control of 
North China, Nor is this the limit 
of her accrued responsibility, ° for 
in other parts of China, and ' over 
the Chinese Government itself 
she is charged with the assumption 














of special obligations. An ap- 
Parently unpremeditated develop- 
ment in the North has made her 
appear in the role of patron to a 
direct attack on the Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs whereon depends 
the very foundation of China's 
administrative and economic’ 
solidarity. ‘The .extension of her 
self-imposed activities has brought 
her into the peril of conflict on the 
Russian border creating a situation 
which arouses definite strategie 
anxieties. 

‘These conditions may be viewed 
‘—and justly. viewed—in a grim 
ight. If Japan regards war with 
Russia as the inevitable outcome 
of the clash of the two countries’ 
territorial and trading interests on 
the Mongolian and Mancharian 
frontiers, she naturally feels impell- 
ed to secure her position in China. 
Caught in the toils of aggressive 
‘expansion, she may be inclined to 
believe that the mere assertion of 
diplomatic friendship will be inade- 
quate. Recognizing from the 
unwavering success of each advance 
into Chinese territory the physical 
disability of China, she may be! 
tempted to rely exclusively on the 
force or threat of force to make 
sure that China is impotent to 
succour the potential enemy in the 
far North. Yet her statesmen 
cannot be blind to the dangers of 
that course, ‘The break up of China 
‘would be no solution of their own 
difficulties; indeed it might well 
jenhance them, even if the fear of 
any resistance from China, herself 
could be surely dismissed. The 
whole situation is dominated by. 
this exaggerated apprehension. If 
it be allowed to develop unchecked 
it may soon involve the Far East 
ina catastrophic conflagration. 
‘That {s why General Chang Chun's 
solemn appeal is so worthy of 
attention, Russo-Japanese rivalry 
can be satisfactorily treated without 
recourse to war, if only the sus~ 
picions and uneasiness of both 
sides can be allayed. Moscow does 
not want war, any more than it 
wants more territory. ‘Tokyo docs: 
not want war, but is finding it 
difficult to calm the restivencss 
‘and control the -asscrtiveness of 
its quasi-Independent Military 
strategists on the continent. 
China's integrity—provided at 
Washington with that sure but. 
now shattered shield—is thus made 
the‘ sport of Russo-Japanese 
contention, and at the mercy of 
feverish Japanese apprehension. 
General Chang Chun has boldly’ 
bid for Japanese friendship by 
showing that China's services are 
available for securing Japan's 
economic co-operation and so 
stabilizing Far Eastern peace, 
provided due -account is taken of 
China's own national requirements. 
Will the bid be successful? - The 
earnest hope of all is that it will. 

















UNCERTAINTIES

‘The prevailing uncertainties in 
China demand coo! courage and a 
‘sense of proportion. It is difficult 
'to be cheerful in reviewing a situa-

[speech requires no reply, according, 
to an inspired statement from 
‘Tokyo. Whether the observations! 
with which Reuter has credited Mr. 

Suma or Mr. Hachiro Arita’s 
reiteration of the “three points” of 
Hhis predecessor and present leader 
jare taken to render a direct ex- 
planation of Japan’s policy unneces- 
sary it is not possible to decide at 
‘this moment. ‘The spokesman in 
Nanking may be technically justified 
in treating Mr. Suma’s remarks as 
‘not on the file,” but experience of 
previous statements from Japanese 
official sources does not give such 
‘a comforting excuse for refuge in 
correct diplomatic procedure. Mr. 
Suma is no mean exponent of the 
art of dressing up solemnity to look 
like persiflage. A clear association 
fof ideas is found in comparing his| 
fepigrams with Mr. Arita’s de- 
termined avoidance of originality. 
Events in the North give scant 
encouragement to the view that 
there is any weakening in the 
measure of Japanese persistence. 
‘The mere fact that previously ex- 
pressed fears of difficulty with 
Soviet Russia are now disclaimed 
by Tokyo shows that there is con- 
fidence in the ability of Japanese 
soldiers to enforce the smooth 
development of Japanese plans. The|

ward movement of the Kwantung 
Army. London is invited to con- 
template yet another crisis. The 
term may or may not be correct. 
Its significance is of no great 
moment. The really significant fact 
is that the Japanese machine is 
functioning with relentless pressure 
and it is dieult to see at what 
point it can be checked. General 
Chang Chun has made a brave and 
dignified effort to bring the two 
countries once more into proper 
diplomatic contact. He might as 
‘well offer barley-sugar to a tiger, 
if Mr. Suma and Mr. Arita are the 
‘twin oracles of Japanese diplomacy. 

Chinese opponents of the régime 
at Nanking may endeavour to 
pretend that Communism can safely 
‘express itself in terms of anti 
‘Japanese sentiment. This ingenious 
camouflage should not be ac- 
cepted. The Government at 
Nanking is well aware of the 
actualities of the situation. If 
it decides on a cautious policy it 
must be taken to be guided by a 
sense of the weakness of China's 
Position, True patriotism is solici- 
tous for the welfare of the people 
who, whatever may be the natural~ 
ly vehement feelings of outraged. 
national pride, cannot benefit by. 
becoming the pawns in Japan's. 
game. General Chang Chun seems. 
to have taken the right line. in 
pointing out clearly to Japanese’ 
statesmen the significance of the, 
policy from which Mr. Suma now 
says there can be no retreat. If 
[Tokyo rejects the plea which China's. 
Foreign Minister has put forward, 
then Tokyo must be permitted to. 
buy experience. The process will 
inevitably be ‘uncomfortable for 
China and for all connected with 
her, but not so uncomfortable as 
the’ premature attempt to wield 
forees which lack coherence and 
power. It may be comfortable for: 
Japan in its early stages but its 
ultimate influence on Japan's 
destiny may not be in accord with 
the confident visions which find so 
much favour at the present time. 
‘Just now the way of the aggressor 
is by no means hard, He is receiv- 
ing bouquets and applause. He has. 
endured or evaded the kicks and 
acquired the halfpence. He is en 
Joying the fruits of success. It 
would be surprising if Japan did 
not believe that she had been set: 
an example, easy and safe to follow. 
‘The long view does not give reas- 
suring confirmation of the wisdom. 
of her decision, but it is not! 
practicable for _statesmanship| 
always to clear away obstructions| 
to that view, however desirable: 
such an operation may be for the 
smooth development of interna~ 
tional relationships. 











Reflection is always possible even! 


In the flush of intoxicating victory. 
Tt may be that, under the surface, 
at Tokyo currents of saner thought 
are stirring. Unhappily it would) 
be unwise to expect them too 
readily to exert their influence. 
‘That is all the more reason for| 
reserving a balanced judgment, for| 
refusing to be led to despairing con- 
clusions and for refraining from 
excitable indictments of this > 
that poliey.

‘The young man, of whatever 
nationality or country, is brought 
carefully through the school train- 
ing which the resources of his 
parents and the conditions of his| 
Tocality command. Equipped with 
‘such knowledge and ideals as the 
school can best give him, he 
femerges, say, at sevenicen or per- 
hhaps eatlier, into the outer world. 
‘There he hopes to put into practice 
the principles taught at school: to| 
be self-supporting, to serve the 
Jcommunity and to play his humble 
part in advancing the cause of! 
Rational or international progress. 
If he is fortunate he may be able 
to secure immediate employment 
‘of some kind. More probably he 
will have to experience a period of 
waiting—long or short—as the cir-| 
[cumstances dictate. What is certain 
is that he will be told that the duty 
of training himself to kill or be 
killed has to be regarded as para~ 
mount and, in some way, beneficial 
to the cause for which his service 
in other respects cannot be s0 
readily arranged. Even though he 
hhas acquired healthy notions of! 
manly independence and been 
taught to respect the obligation of 
being prepared to defend his com- 
munity against attack, this 
calculated preparation of his body! 
for the sacrificial rites of Armaged- 
don strikes him as extraordinarily 
inconsistent with the elaborate care 
taken to develop his mental facul- 
ties and his spiritual outlook in his 
state of pupillage. If he be of a 
historical turn of mind, he will agree 
that the decay of the duclling 
system does not necessarily make 
it superfluous to learn the art of 
fencing or the handling of the 
revolver, for emergencies may arise 
when self-defence demands such 
Knowledge, But he will be inclined 
to inguire why the massed assembly 
of himself and his fellows to be 
Ihurled against a similar collection 
of young men of another nationality 
but of no less civilized notions| 
'Should be regarded os the one 
certain outcome of the state's at- 
tention to his upbringing. 

It is probable, of course, that 
the young man does not: ask’ these 
‘questions at all. They ceem to be 
appropriate to his condition, but 
he is more concerned with the im- 
mediately important fact that the 
brave world upon which he enters is 
not as enthusiastically ready to wel- 
‘come his association in its conduct: 
of affairs, as he was once led to 
believe. "Yet it is no bad thing 
{0 put these questions on his. be~ 
half. ‘The answer broadly is that! 
the “statesman cannot solve the 
economic issues of the world to- 
day and cannot bring the trends 
of civilization into line with its 
Idecis and bewilderment ensues. 
After the last conflagration nations 
endeavoured to set up a machine 
which would automatically provide 
them with power to avert the re- 
currence of that catastrophe. In. 
the process of rebuilding the world 
fon the wreckage of that conflict 
the machine itself became clogged, 
discarded, or overstrained. — For: 
reasons which have never been 
sufficiently clear, a movement. 
grew up to discredit the machine, 
and managed to accentuate the 
difficulties of working it.  More~ 
‘over those who attempted to keep’ 
the machine running were subjec~ 
fed to considerable criticism and 
obloquy. As this virtual sabotage 
gained ground, uneasiness grew. 
Nations prepared to guard against 
the possibilities of the machine's| 
breakdown and, in so doing, to 
intensify the risks which it was 
designed to avert, This was taken 
to prove that the machine and its 
authors were in error and its rele- 
gation to the scrap heap was 
triumphantly forecast. Nor, to be 
truthful, was evidence of ‘failure| 
lacking.” ‘The crisis developed a 
paradoxical revulsion of fecling,| 
for wiser minds perceived that 
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‘when the machine was losing its 
power, the dangers of catastrophe 
loomed larger. ‘There thus became 
a solid argument for retention of 
the machine and its re-equipment 
for the task assigned to it. 

That, in brief, is the story of the 
League of Nations in the last few 
years as the machine devised to 
Preserve international economy 
from the horrors of war. Paradox 
thas to be met by paradox; so the 
deep determination of mankind in 
the mass to extricate itself from 
the coil of self-destruction has to 
bbe buttressed by recognition of the 
practical needs of self-defence, 
cohesion in disciplined expression of 
national individuality, while firmly 
‘endeavouring to solve the problem 
lof stable peace-construction. Against 
the sacrifice of the world’s youth to 
the Moloch of a senseless murder- 
Just, the nations have still to strive. 
If they can be made to discern the 
futility of the armed argument, 
when it transcends the exercise of 
police authority in maintaining 
ordered conditions, the lesson has 
to be taught and learnt collectively. 
It is there that the world’s states- 
manthip finds its supreme test. The 
stimulus may come from the re- 
bellion of the human soul against 
the waste of manhood implied by 
confession of failure to disentangle 
the economic knots of the nations’ 
intercourse. National sovereignty 
has to be yoked to the common 
purpose of ensuring international 
stability. It need not thereby be 
called upon to surrender its essenti- 
al characteristics, any more than a 
father is asked to abandon family 
pride in submitting himself and his 
children to the laws of the com- 
munity. At present the elevation 
of that sovereignty to a position 
above the law of nations imports 
an anarehical clement into the 
League's organization, Paralysis is 
therefore inevitable, ‘The difficulty 
is not insuperable, but so grave 
that even the deadly fear of cata- 
clysmic disaster will not of itself 
remove it. The League has been 
pressed {oo far, without sufficient 
support, There will have to be a 
review of its condition, a restating 
of principles and, in due time let 
it be hoped, reorganization ade~ 
quate for the purpose of asserting 
its strength,

that involves his summer wardrobe. 
He need not be a slave of fashion 
to elevate the matter to an import- 
ance transcending the Derby win- 
ner, the British political situation 
or probabilities of Halian policy in 
the Mediterranean, but while his 
figure and his clothing continue to 
wax and wane either through the 
indiscretions of a careless life or, 
as far as his clothing goes, through 
the brutal assaults of the Chinese 
laundryman, there is a strictly 
business aspect of a wardrobe if 
last summer's relies no. longer 
serve. To the woman this presents 
no difficulty at all, While fashions, 
according to the modiste, date un- 
mistakably the wearer and the year 
of purchase, the woman solves the 
problem by’ refusing to wear any- 
thing left over from last year. For 
the man it’ is far different. He 
must decide whether he will appear 
in a white suit which has shrunk 
a little—or has he expanded?—a 
shirt which suffered in the wash 
towards the end of a burning 
summer and socks which have lost 
some of their pristine newness after 
being being boiled together with 
dozens of other garments as is the 
practice of the honest laundryman, 
Complicating the question is the 
sad possibility that Nature has 
taken her cruel course and a 
physical expansion has occurred 
which makes the tailor willingly 
aecept the chest measurement but 
look politely askance at the theore- 
tical waistline calculations. 

‘These are essential factors of a 
seascnal problem which, condensed 
into terms of practical’ economics, 
deserves more consideration than it 
usually gets. There are two pos- 
sible solutions. The first is to show 
‘a bold front, ignore any pretence 
to spruceness in attire, throw the 
tailor out of the house when he 
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arrived with his attractive bundle 
of samples and his insiduous “sales 
talk," and appear unashamed in 
last’ year's left-overs, oblivious to 
rude remarks of friends. This, of 
course, presents some difficulties. 
when drastic physical change has: 
occurred during the year, but a 
stout heart should not flinch at a: 
couple of more inches around the 
waist and not a solitary fraction’ 
which can be let out in the trousers. 
‘The other way is to serap the lot 
and start all over again on a new, 
wardrobe heedless of expense and 
the inevitable balance which is the 
Nemesis of all Chinese tailors’ 
bills, but with a firm moral resolve 
to live a more temperate life and a 
‘mental caution to have an addi- 
tional two inches in the garment in 
case Nature again triumphs over 
the moral resolution. And here 
‘mere man ventures into a dangerous | 
field of economics. Summer follows| 
summer and offers no solution but, 
seems to lead to sartorial ruin| 
along a road strewn with hazards 
caused by hopes never realized, 
economies which prove extravag-| 
ances and subtle schemes of textile 
Jongevity wrecked in the washtub. 
Is it better to buy something cheap, 
and unendurable which can be dis 
carded at the end of the year with- 
out damaging the bank account, or 
Is it better to invest in expensive 
serges, gabardines and other 
‘materials which will defy the laun- 
dry or destruction by moths and 
white ants? 

‘A fastidious but frugal English- 
‘man three centuries ago entertain- 
ed the same doubts although he 
never lived in the tropics. “This; 
‘morning came home my fine camlet 
cloak with gold buttons, and silk 
sult which cost_me much money, 
and T pray God to make me able 
to pay for it,” wrote Samuel Pepys 
in his diary. With a keen eye on. 
expenditure’ he was merely en- 
deavouring to reconcile a restricted 
purse to a fastidious taste in ap- 
parel, but he expounded — the! 
‘economic fundamentals of a prob- 
Jem worthy of co-ordinated research 
in a part of the world where 
conditions demand a variety of 
clothing unnecessary in climates 
monotonously preserving their tem- 
perate status. Selence has been 
utilized to test the durability of 
clothing, the life of silk stockings 
and the strength of textiles. 
Probably in an enlightened world 
a scientific analysis might be 
Drought to bear on the perennial 
question of the summer kit in 
Shanghai and set at rest the doubt 
and uncertainty which beset the 
mere male when he opens the: 
wardrobe and ponders on his re- 
sourees for combatting another| 
sultry four months and yet keep- 
Ing his finances in such a state a: 
to calm the fears of the timid 
banker.

‘That 
is why the Council is being con. 
stantly advised to adhere to the! 
declared policy of ultimate aboli- 
tion, In the meantime the 
public naturally considers it the! 
duty of the Rickshaw Board to| 
assist the Police in reducing the 
rickshaw nuisance to a minimum. 
‘The Board, with the help of the 
Pullers Muiual Aid Association, has: 
been able to accomplish something. 
Part of the educational programme: 
in the Assoclation’s five centres| 
‘and especially at the headquarters| 
in East Kashing Road, includes in- 
struction in the necessity of observ- 
Ing the traMe rules. It is believed 
that this educative process is bear- 
Ing fruit, ‘The problem is not 
simple as it looks. Increased ef- 
ciency in traffic control demands| 
more of the personnel of the Muni 
cipal Police. Called upon _to| 
provide additional staff for traMc| 
duties, the Police _ authorities| 
naturally have to sound a note of| 
warning. Their primary duty of| 
maintaining law and order cannot 
be neglected. Economy is the: 
watchword of the moment; there- 
fore any swelling of the police roll 
would inevitably invite criticism. 
‘This does not apply only to the 
control of the rickshaw traffic in| 
the streets, it also has a direct bear-| 
ing on the problem of inspecting’ 
rickshaws and checking the licences: 
of pullers. ‘The Rickshaw Board 
Hlself feels this handicap _ for| 
‘obviously it could solve the problem| 
of the defective vehicle all the| 
more quickly if unlimited staff 
were placed at its disposal for tho| 
purpose of eatrying out periodical| 
Inspections, ‘The rickshaw owner, 
like public conveyance owners in 
other parts of the world, knows| 
this difficulty. It enables him to] 
play the preity comedy of keeping] 
‘one vehicle for inspection and. 
another for use on the streets. If 
he could never be quite sure when’ 
his vehicle were to be subjected to| 
official test, his comedy would fall 
Mat, but the task of providing for| 
such Inspection would involve the! 
engagement of an army of in-| 
spectors to the desperate em- 
barrassment of a budget-balancing| 
Board. 

Cold comfort is offered in thus 
‘expounding the drags on rapid re- 
form. Yet it is only fair to the| 
Council to say that the Rickshaw| 
Board and the Police have man-| 
‘aged between them to establish an| 
alliance which is meeting with in-| 
creasing co-operation from  the| 
owners and considerable respect! 
from the pullers. On two points| 
reform should be expedited. First 
of all, with the new system where-| 
by pullers are licenced and carry| 
identification eards, it seems quite 
‘unnecessary to continue the practice 
of arbitrarily depriving the puller 
of his cushion and_number-plate 
for a breach of traffic regulations. 
‘This practice has long created 
gust in the minds of witnesses. It 
Jeads to pathetic scenes which dis- 
grace Shanghai's humanity. By 
taking a note of the number of the| 
puller for eventual inquiry and, it 
necessary, disciplinary action, the 
Police should be able effectively 10 
enforce the rules. The puller would) 
then be safeguarded against in-

Penalty of losing several hours’ 
potential custom. ‘The Board has| 
now licensed some 40,000 pullers. 


\rrhis should dispose of the argu- 
ment that there is a shortage of man- 
power and strengthen the hands| 
‘of the police in exerting disciplin- 
ary authority against unlicensed 
pullers who, without identification 
cards, but with borrowed arm- 
badges, are too often to be seen| 
between the shafts. They are irre~| 
‘sponsible breakers of rules and| 
regulations and, with the “pirate” 
private rickshaws, constitute the 
greatest menace to the order of the 
streets. ‘Team-work should supply 
the remedy, and so. considerably 
accelerate the progress of reform 
which, even to sympathetic ob- 
servers, seems at times to be un- 
necessarily delayed. 








A NEW GAME 
May 30. 
Japanese residents in Shanghai 
Shave taken up a new game—new. 
to them but actually one of the 
‘oldest outdoor sports in Great 
Britain. The Shanghai Lawn Bow!s| 
Club is venerable enough and it! 
will greet the formation of a Jap- 
anese Lawn Bowls Club with 
friendly enthusiasm, but it cannot] 
claim the antiquity’ of the South~| 
ampton Town Bowling Club which 
was founded in 1299 and plays on 
the same green as it did on the| 
first day of its existence, 637 years 
‘ago. Bowls has held its own in 
spite of the growth of more violent 
land more spectacular games because 
of the varied qualities which go to 
make the good player. It provides 
a test of temper, brain and sinew. 
It promotes friendly intercourse and 
it Mts in with the dignity of the 
summer landscape. It commands 
decent conduct from the onlookers, 
‘but it imposes on them neither the 
iron restraint of the Centre Court 
at Wimbledon nor the conventional 
spasms of applause which periodi- 
‘eally awaken the sleepers on the| 
benches at Lords or under the 
shade of the trees in. Canterbury. 
Curiously enough, bowls is a game: 
which has repelled rather than 
promoted the advance of women. 
It may not lose its favour in Jap- 
‘anere eyes on that account. It can-| 
not be that the later custom of] 
‘making braces the compulsory wear 
of the village green bowls player 
frightened the modesty of women. 
It Is more reasonable to assume that 
the discredit which temporarily, 
amo in the seven-| 
teenth century owing to its associ 
ion with high gambling and dis- 
sipation, accounted for feminine de- 
fection.’ ‘The fact remains that, in 
the court of Richard If, if Shakes- 
eare is to be trusted, bowls was a 
woman's game: 
‘Queen: What sport shall we devise| 
here in this. garden, 
To drive away the heavy| 
‘thought of care? 
‘Madam, we'll play at bowls| 
"Twill make me think the’ 
world is full ‘ot rubs, 
And that my fortune runs] 
‘against the bias, 
Shakespeare there was certainly 
gullty of an anachronism for, even| 
if Anne of Bohemia played bowls, 
she knew nothing of bias which did 
not enter into the game until two| 
conturies after her sad stroll in the| 
Duke of York's garden at Langley. 


‘The earliest mention of bowls as 
a pastime for the young men of| 
England shows that it was popular| 
Joven before the Southampton Club| 
came into existence. It is fairly| 
‘well established that in the begin-| 
ning of the 12th century bowls, 
‘with “leaping, shooting and wrest-| 
ling," was a summer amusement, 
So on May Day thé bowls season | 
‘begins in England and lasts until| 
the close of September. At one 
time It was feared that: it would 
‘breed a pacifist spirit by attracting! 
young men from the practice of 
Jarchery which was so important to. 
England's armament and Parlia~ 
ment intervened to forbid it in the 
time of Edward TI and even. 
Richard TI, ‘The jsubstitution of 
Grearms for bows and arrows did 
not remove the ban for it was con~ 
firmed in a statute of the time of| 
Henry VIII. That did not prevent| 
the King himself from constructing | 
his own bowling alley in Whitehall 
where now diplomacy plays | 
game of another kind. He also| 
‘mitigated the prohibition by per- 
mitting alloys to be established.

INDIAN REFORM, 

‘The announcement of the exact 
date of the inauguration of the first- 
stage of the new Indian Constitution 
tallies ‘expectation. Sir OU 
Niemeyer's Report has cleared the 
way for the necessary administrative 
decisions, Already the two new prov- 
finees of Sind and Orissa have re- 
Jeeived their respective Governors who 
fare engaged in preparing the stage 
for provincial autonomy. "Sir Archi- 
ald Cochrane has assumed the Gov-| 
erorship of Burma with the same| 
special end in view, although for 
‘Burma autonomy means also separa- 
tion from India in accordance with 
the prevailing sentiment of Burmese 
opinion.

Koreans Devise New Railway Methods to Avoid Control: 
Ruinous Customs Losses

A serious incident in which Korean 
smugglers altacked a Chinese train 
and packed bales of rayon into some 
of the coaches occurred here around 
midnight lastnight, 

‘The smugglers, who arc estimated 
to have numbered about 150-men, 
tied to boord the through "ex: 
press for Pukow yesterday evening 
‘with bales of rayon which they In- 
fended to take with them as “per- 
sonal luggage”—thelr new method of 
circumventing the ‘preventive mea~ 
sures devised by the Customs and 
railway authorities to cheek the flow 
of contraband. 

‘They were warned off by Japanese 
police, and, taking heed, did not lead 
the bales aboard the express. 

‘The cargo, which had been carried 
to the platform, remained there, but 
the smugglers ‘were determined 19 
use every: means in their power to 
have it transported. 

‘Armed With Cudgels 

‘Armed with heavy cudgels, they 
awalted the next train, which passed 
through ‘Tienisin at midnight on its 
fway to Pukow. 

‘When the train arrived at the East 
station, the smugglers entered third 
class compartments, and, without 
more ado, drove out the hapless Chi- 
nese passengers. 

"The Koreans then packed 522 bates 
Jot rayon aboard, and many of them 
‘aceompanied the cargo when the train 
ulled out on its way to Pukow.

Japanese Criticized for Inadequate Measures: Alleged 
Unfriendly Act to China 


Geneva, May 26. 
‘There are approximately 2,000,000 
rug flends in the world, who consume 
‘annually 400 tons of drugs about, ac 
‘eording to estimates contained in the 
confidential report of the League of 
Nations experts, just released.

Iran Oplum for China 

‘The question of opium imports to 
China from Tran was raised yester- 
day by the Chinese delegate at the 
meeting of the League Advisory 
Committee on ‘Traffic In Opium and 
other ‘Dangerous Drugs, 

‘The Committee met to examine 
the annual reports of various Gov- 
emments on narcotic trattie in 
1934," ‘The Chineye representative 
asked for explanations with regard 
to statistics furnishee by Iran. 
According to these statistics, certain 
{quantities of opium had been shipped 
to China without being covered by 
import certificates trom the Chinese 
Government. 

‘The franian delegate answered that 
his Government was not a signatory 
to The Hague and Geneva Conven- 
tlons, ut nevertheless did its best 
fo regulate drug exports from Iran 
according to the system of import 
Meences. He said that imports might 
have eseaped control of the Chinese 
Government in certain regions af 
China, When asked by the Chineso 
delegate to state expressly what 
regions he had in mind, the Tranian 
representative replied that Chinese 
ships called at times at Iranian ports, 
resenting alleged import certificates 
Which the Government of Tran did 
not check up, not belng a signatory 
to, Geneva Convention.

‘Tho U. S, delegate then referred to 
the “almost unbelievable conditions in 
East Hopel, tho disgraceful state of| 
tuffaire in ‘Piontsin and Peiping, the 
terrifying spread of drug addiction in 
the Hopel countryside and the con- 
ditions existing in Shanghai.” 

‘Japanese and Korean traffickers 
were, he alleged, responsible for the 
situation, which’ afforded “eloquent 
testimony {o the helplessness of the 
Japanese authorities, limited by 
‘Japanese laws to penalties which are 
perfectly ridiculous.” 

“This matter of penalties." he con- 
tinued, “has repeatedly been brought 
to the attention of the Opium Com- 
mittee, For years, this has been an 
‘open scandal, and, year after year, 
the Committee has ‘drawn attention 
fo the perfectly ridiculous state of 
‘affairs, "It is certainly unfortunate 
that no effective action has yet been| 
taken. 

"Not only Ckina, but Japan and all

refuge and an unsurpassed headquar-

Chinese Delegate’s Plea 
"ft the Japanese Government took 
measures for checking the activities 
of certain Japanese c’ lzens, it would 
be an important cou.ribution to the 
struggle against the drug _ traffic, 
‘and toward the good understanding 
‘of both our peoples,” declared Mr. 
Victor Hoo, the Chinese delegate. 
‘One must not forget,” he added, 
“that part of Chinese "territory 
not under the control of Chinese au- 
thorities at the present time.

Cancer and Tuberculosis 


Tt was surprising to read that on 
some authorities there is no cancer 
in China. In the “British Medical 
Journal,” that fallacy has been amply 
corrected, and here in Shantung we 
‘ean say from tragic experience that 
cancer is not. uncommon. Unfor~ 
tunately, except ehiefly in. cancer of 
the breast, the disease is usually. 
seen too late to operate, and some 
terribly heartrending cases have re- 
cently visiled the hospital. But 
tuberculosis is the greatest scourge 
here, In all its forms and in every 
degree, it baflles us again and again. 
Even an otherwise Innocent uleer or 
‘wound left to become chronic, will 
develop a tuberculous condition, 
proving beyond all doubt that great 
umbers of these badly nourished 
peasants are teeming with tubercie| 
bacilli, even when apparently in good 
‘health, And they drink no milk 
either. 

‘Although the hospital has only 
been bullt four years, it is becoming 
widely known, and as it caters for 
all people living within 100 1i radius, 
it is not surprising that its work 
grows quickly. An increase of 40 
per cent, last year, over the previous 
‘year, of the number of inpatients is 
rapidly being surpassed, this year, 
‘and it has become imperative to in- 
erease the staff. Dr. Chang Kuo-shih, 
| Cheeloo graduate of nine years! 
standing, has come to assist, and we 
Took for development at once in pre~ 
yentive and country clinle _ work.

to rotire very suddenly to his 
native village somewhere in the far 
north of Scotland, We have no dea 
when and where the bank notes will 
become public property but the 
muddy old Yangtze should be of 
some Interest for the next few weoks. 
Fortunately the other _sevenicen 
undies, of bank noles will satisty 
the immediate demands of the Hunan 
soldiers in thelr campaign against 
the Communists.

Boatman Trails Murderers 


Frost Our Own Connrsronocxr 


Chungking, May 24- 
During the last fortnight the whole 
city has been greatly stirred by a 
strange exhibition of mass psychology 
bordering on the hysterical. Follow 
ing Teports from Luchow and other 
upper river ports, that assassins used 
polsoned needles to jab unsuspecting, 
pedestrians in crowded thoroughfare: 
the populace suddenly became 
panicky as reports began to arrive at 
pollee headquarters of victims who 
Wwere overcome from the effects of 
those silent slayers. 

‘One rather well-dressed man gave 
the rumour a great boost by devel~ 
oping a sharp pain in his shoulder 
following a bump from a passerby. 
Although it was announced By “a 
‘medical examiner that, It was nothing 
more than a co-ineldental flea-bite, 
the event precipitated a wholeste 
desertion of cinemas and a sudden 
falling off of about Atty per cent. of 
the “smaller ‘school pupils. Large 
numbers of alleged victims flocked to 
the hospitals and Chinese doctors 
‘vogan putting up signs that they had 
a feeret eure for the poison. 

‘The exeltement of the people and 
the dismay of the amusement houses 
reached such lengths that the Gen- 
eralissimo’s headquarters sent out, 
plainelothesmen who went around 
giving people a dig in the ribs with 
thelr’ thumbs. After they were 
arrested and taken {0 headquarters 
‘along with thelr victims loudly de- 
claring that, they had violent pains 
and aches, the whole farce was ex- 
ploded and, given liberal publietty In 
the press," resulled in the sudden 
collapse of the excitement. 

Boatman Pursues Robber Gang 

Boliovers in ghostly revenge had 
thoir faith greatly strengthened this 
week by a most unusual co-inciclence 
Following ruthless murders by a 
heartless. robber gang. Just al dusk 
‘on May 19 five robbers’seized a rice 
boat that had fire men on it about 00 
miles above Chungking. They shot 
the boatmen in cold blood, threw 
thelr bodies into the river and took 
the boat to Chungking. 

While the robbers were firing at 
the fifth man he jumped into the 
river, ‘They saw the blood streaming 
from’ his neck and then he disap- 
peared under the water. By all the 
‘evidence, he, too, was dead. Actually 
he wag ‘swimming under ‘water, for 
some time ill he thought the boat 
would have been carried out | of 
sight by. the swift current of the 
Fiver, ‘Then he came up at the op- 
posite bank and followed the boat to 
Chungking. He traced it to the rice- 
market above the air flld where the 
robbers had sold the loot and then 
across the river below the city to 
‘Tanlzesze, the south bank suburb of 
Chungking. ‘There, in the busy land- 
Ing-place in the back-water behind 
‘Turtle Rock, the boatman found the 
iMl-fated tlee-boat and before Jong he 
hhad'the local militia on the trail of 
the gang. 

Hardly had the robbers boen placed 
behind the bars when grim evidence 
in support of the boatman's story 
eamo floating by in the form of the 
dead bodies of the eaplain and 
quartermaster, ‘The bodies wore 
caught in the backwater, jerked back 
upstream and came {o & stop in the 
sandy shallows within fifly yards of 
the stolen boat. “Now Task you,” 
says every tea-sipper on the fore~ 
shore, “if that docsn't prove that 
hosts know how to scok revenge!”

Army Suggestions 

‘The reasons for this change are! 
‘manifold but we are informed that} 
the army has given advice on the 
re-arrangement of the prefectures. The 
despatch continues to explain the| 
plan as follows 

“Another important object of the 
‘projected reformis to harmonize the| 
Interests of national economics and 
‘administration while Improving. tocal 
Ananees and perfecting the adminis- 
trative organs, thereby contributing 
to the stabilization of the people'’s| 
livelihood. In carrying out the na- 
tional policies upon which the com- 
Ing administrative readjustment Is to| 
be effected, it Is stated that the 
nation will’ be educated and trained 
‘according to the principle of gradual 
progress, 

“In effecting the readjustment, the 
authorities are expected to place 
emphasis on the development of col- 
lective strength wherever possible, 
rejecting individualism. Promotion of| 
nationalism among the people and 
strengitening of harmony among the| 
five races composing the new Em- 
ite are also sought. 

“The reform plan further aims at| 
simplifying and co-operating the ofl- 
lal business of the hsien govern- 
ments, eeonomizing the expenses of 
both the Central and local govern- 
‘ments, and rationalizing thelr uses. 

‘On Economie Bases 

“It Is understood that the present} 
division of the hsiens or prefectures| 
will be re-arranged on a rational 
‘basis from the standpoints of econo-| 
mies, communication, public peace 
‘and natlonal defence. ‘This will mean 
the merger or abolition of some of 


the prefectures.” 

‘Although the municipailties at 
present are classified into ordinary, 
fand special, some improvements are| 
expected {0 be made in the latter, 
‘and regardless of the special nature 











of any city the present special muni- 
cipal system will be eventually limited, 
to the capital.

BRITISH SCIENTIST IN 
SHANGHAI 


Dr. F. Aston on His Way to 
Study Sun's Eclipse 


Passing through Shanghai on his 
way to Japan, where he will cbserve 
the polarization of the corona of the 
eclipse of the sun that will be visible 
In that country on June 19, Dr. F. 
Aston, professor of physics and 
author of numerpus publications and 
theses, arrived in Shanghai on Satur~ 
day evening in the ss. Rawalpindi. 
He is on his first trip to the Far Eest. 

‘He is following to Japan three other 
scientists who passed through Shang- 
hai recently. They are Professor 
F. J. M. Strachan, leader of the party, 
Dr, Redman, and Professor Moyds. 
‘The four, with assistants, will study 
the eclipse when it takes place next 
month, 

"According fo Dr. Aston he will study 
the polarization of the corona, which 
‘can be done only when there is an 
eclipse. The place where he will 
make his observations will be at 
Kamishiri, in northern Hokkaido, and 
among the instruments that he will 
lure will be the coronagraph, specially 
designed for the purpose. 

"This will not be the frst time. that 
Dr. Aston has had the good fortune to 
witness an eclipse of the sun. Ie has 
Seen such phenomenons in Sumatra in 
1026 and in Malay in 1929.

EXPERIMENT

Before Rotary Club

ment in. community sorvice 
ing which appears to be succeeding 
extremely well was given by Mr. H. 
J. Timperley, correspondent for the 
‘Manchester Guardian," at the weekly 
luncheon of the Rotary Club, which 
was held in the Metropole Hotel on 
‘Thursday. The speaker was Introduced 
by Mr. A, Morley, who said he frst 
jet Mr. ‘Timperley some fifteen years 
(0, when he arrived from Australia 
to join a rival newspaper in Hong- 
(Ong, as a result of which they 
yeeame the best of friends.” "He 
hhas been in Pel 
he coneluded, 
Is one ofthe best informed news 
papermen In this part of the world.” 























-— <2ir, Timperley said he would tell of 


‘the Peiping experiment, which had 
‘been initiated by an organization of 
what was known as the Men's Brother- 
hood of the Pelping Union Church, 
‘although many of its members ‘were 
rot members of Une church. At first, 
it was merely a forum for discussion 
and fellowship, but when, by some 
process he had as yet been unable to 
unravel, he beeame president, he was 
instructed to get some conerete ser- 
vice project under way. 





Survey of Conditions 

‘A survey was made by four trained 
students from the Department of 
Soclology of a Pelping university of 
conditions in a very poor neighbour- 
hood in the close vicinity of Peiping, 
when It war found that two-thirds 
of the 51 families coming under the 
survey were illiterate, and that only 
two women above the age of ten 
could rend, In one case, 9 persons. 
were found living in a room 8 fect 
by twelve: the average was three oF 
four to a room. The average income 
per person was $1.05 a month, ond 
the average expenditure §2.81, which 
‘meant that the people were all 
getting into debt, falling behind in 
thelr Tent, and $0 on. As a basis of 
comparison, he mentioned ,that in 
Wellsmanaged Institutions in China, 
fa sum of $250 to $3.00 per person 
wag set aside each month for food 
alone. 

Tt wos decided that a community 
centre should be established, some- 
what on the ines of Kingsley Hall, 
London, and a start was made with 
the children, who were running wild 
in the alleyways, A playground was 
thought the best means of beginning 
the Work, and, in order to show 
that Shanghai was not unique in the 
matter of legal, political and_tech- 
hnleal dimeulties, he described the task 
that faced the sponsors of the play 
ground in Peiping. 

"A disused courtyard in a Lama 
temple was chosen, and negotiations 
‘were started with the Lama in charge, 
In the course of which ‘Mr. Timperley 
drank at Teast “46 cups of tea.” ‘Then 
‘application had to be made to the 
Bureau of Mongolian and ‘Tibetan 
‘Affairs, following which it was dis- 
covered that there was a lama in 
‘each corner of the courtyard who 
hind’ ‘to be similarly approached. 
Finally, they came up against, thelr 
‘greatest obstacle, an old-style Chinese 
boxing teacher,” who resented the 
intrusfon on what he thought were 
hls rights, and proved obdurate at frst, 


‘A “Double FU 

‘Mr, ‘Timperley remembered, how- 
ever, that In the days of his youth he 
Was ‘rather adept at doing “a double 
Hip.” and to his inward delight, his 
faliempt at this feat in front of the 
boxing teacher and his class proved 
successful once more. “This gave him 
‘a form of moral superiority and 
cleaved the way out of the dimeulty. 
“Tdon’t think T could do it again,” he 
went on, amid laughter. 

‘Later, school was established in 
a large’ Chinese Rouse, and some 46 
boys off the streots were now being 
educated, Lectures and enterlain« 
ments on Fridays and Saturdays 
attracted crowds of 300, and 400 
people, many of whom were not 
backward in volunteering assistance 
inthe matier of shutile-cock —dis- 
plays, theattieals, musical perfor 
ances, and other entertainments, 

It had been sald that the Chinese 
were not grateful for what was done 
Tor them, and he was glad to be able 
fo refute this suggestion, producing 
in support of his contention & 
book, covered with a magnificent 
embroidered dragon, which contained 
pictures of the community's activities, 
‘and had been subseribed for by the 
people, who gave what they could, 
from one to twenty coppers, in order 
to purchase it. 

‘Shanghal's "industrial conditions, 
general illiteracy, and so on, might 
be grounds for pessimism, ‘but, in 
view of what was already being done 
in the way of mass education and 
social centres, he did not feel very 
Gepressed about the matter. ‘The 
Sac, for instance, had started 9 
night tehool for boy’ apprentices, and 
some 400 pupils were now on the 
rolls.

One of the rarest visitors to Shang- 
hel Is the oldest motor vessel in the 
world, the mv. Selandla, of the East 
Aslatle Line, which arrived here on 
‘May 2 from the Pacific Coast, and 
‘moored at buoys 18 and 16, bringing a 
‘cargo of lumber from the Oregon 
forests, 

Te was in 1912. that the Selandia 
was built by Burmeister and Wain in 
Copenhagen. Next year she will cele- 
rate her sliver anniversary. To-day 
the East Asiatle Line has a fleet of 27 
vetsels with a total tonnoge of 188,000. 
Burmeister and Wain have continued 
‘building motorships for varlous com- 
panies, most of them Danish. 

‘Distinetive ‘featurs of the E.A.C. 
motorships are that no funnels are 
provided, making them easily | re~ 
cognizable anywhere, and that they 
fall carry. three oF four masts. The 
Selandia is a three master. 

‘The Selandia has been in continual 
rvice ever since she was built. She

‘Tuesday's trouble started when

fMarket. "More than 2,000 mongers 
had arrived at the market, and as a 
protest against the new regulation,

oolies started to unload the cargo, 
they were prevented from doing so 
by the strikers, resulting in a Aight. 
‘This was, however, stopped by the 
authorities before it assumed serious 
proportions. Consequently, only a 
ery small percentage of business was 

‘The trouble had its repercussions 
in the Selilement as hawkers of 
several_ markets, including Shanhal- 
Kwan, Race Course, and Sinza Road 
market, went on strike, and many 
other markels were without fish sup- 
ply. A case of intimidation was re- 
poried at Tungchow Road Market. 
‘Two men, carrying a tin of kerosene, 
were arrested by the police. It was 
sald they had threatened to pour the 
Kerosene on to fish stalls. 

The Fish Market authorities finally 
decided to abolish the transportation 
charge, thereby removing the m 
obstacle towards a settlement of 1 
dispute. The hongs will not join the

‘of Liverpool. By an odd coincidence, 
the offices. of this company at home 
were next door to those of Altred 
Holt & Co, he joined the Blue Funnel 
Line in 1909, and has been with them 
ever since. 

He arrived in Shanghai in 1919, 
when he took over the post of as- 
sistant wharf manager ef Holt's 
‘Wharf, and held this past until 1928, 
when he was promoted wharf 
manager. During” this time, in 
Keeping with the policy of’ the

company, he was interchanged 
with ‘Hongkong several. times, but, 
generally speaking, Shanghai has 
deen his home. His two young sons. 
are pupils of ‘the Cathedral School 
for Boys, and are sailing for England 
with him. He has not yet decided 
where to put them to school there, as 
that will, in a large measure, depend 
fon where he and Mrs. Adey_ settle 
‘in the country somewhere; I hate 
towns.”

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SCHOLARSHIP PLAN 
FAVOURED 


Scheme Approved for Year in 
Grant-Aided Schools * 


‘A recommendation of the Educa 
tion Board for the discontinuance in 
future of the practice of including 
in grants-in-ald, under the heading 
“Scholarships” sums to provide places 
in the schools at reduced fecs was 
iscussed by a sub-committee | to 
Which it hod been referred, After 
‘consideration the sub-commitiee was 
Ftrongly in favour of continuance of 
scholarship scheme, 

It was pointed out that the object 
of the Councll’s grant was to help 
‘a5 many poor children as possible. 

‘The Chinese Education Officer 
informed the Board that there were 
about 4000 pupils out of the approx! 
mate total’ of 46,000 in Chinese 
Erant-alded schools (or roughly nine 
er cent) paying no fees for tuition. 

‘After discussion, the Board re- 
‘commended that the inclusion among 
the appertionment of grants. ro- 
commended by tho sub-committee 
fon Chinese grants-in-aid of alloca 
flons towards scholarships and fee 
remissions be approved for the 
current year only, as an experimental 
measure, subject’ to further infor 
mation to be furnished at the next 
meeting by. the Superintendent of 
Education and the sub-committee, 
‘and. to adequate safeguards , being 
Gevised as to the proper expenditure 
of scholarship moneys. 

‘The Munlelpal Council has endorsed 
this recommendation.

Hunan in rescuing two 
Japanese airmen of the Imperial 
Japanese Navy who were compelled 
to come down on the sea off the| 
China coast, 

“In furtherance of this purpose! 
Admiral sami Nagano, Japanese’ 
Minister of Navy, sent this memento| 
to the British Ambassador in Tokyo| 
who in turn forwarded it to me to 
be handed to Captain Bruce, and 
that is the reason why I am making! 
the presentation. It gives me great 
pleasure to take part ina ceremony. 
thus indicative of Anglo-Japanese 
friendship. 

‘For an account of the incident in 
which Captain Bruce earned this re- 
ward I cannot do better than read to 
you a translation of the letter address 
‘ed by Admiral Nagano to the British 
Ambassador, as follows: 


Admizat's Letver 


“Your Excellency, 

‘On April 20 when a naval aero- 
plane attached to the Cruiser Nagara 
of the Imperial Japanese Navy was 
forced down at sca off the southern 
coast of Shangtung Province, China, 
tke ss. Hunan, belonging to China 
Navigation Company and commanded 
by Captain Bruce, immediately went 
to the rescue and saved the two 
occupants and delivered them safely 
to our officials at Welhaiwel on April 
21 

‘A report of this incident having 
recently come to my notice, I beg 
to tender to Your’ Excellency the 
profound thanks of the Imperial 
‘Japanese Navy for the gallant rescue 
feffected by a British subject. 

“It Is my desire to present the 
‘accompanying ornamental piece to the 
Captain of the ss. Hunan as a token 
of our gratitude and respect. 

“May I therefore request Your Ex- 
‘cellency’s good offices in arranging for 
its presentation to Captain Bruce? 

“With assurances of my highest

Kadoorle, ZL.” B. Canning, directors, 
©. F. Shackleton, secretary, and v 
total of 177,562 shares present or rep-| 

_ tesented. Mr. Canning was defeated 
in the fe-clection of a director, Mr, 
WN, W. Hickling, head of the Shangkal 
Shareholders Protective | Association, 
being appointed in his stead. 

‘The chairman commenced by 
saying: 

‘The estate working for the yeor 
resulted in a profit of $7.110 a com~ 
pared with a proflt of $11,156 for the| 
previous year. The average selling 
priee of rubber was 5.28d. per pound| 
fs compared with 5.114, for last year, 
ut this was more thin offset by, th 
fact that the amount of rubber he 
ested was 28,360 Ibs. smaller, 

‘Atter meoting, all Shanghai expenses 
‘and crediting Interest and sundry 
reeeipls, Including exchange adjust~ 
ment, the net profit for the year was 
$1,825.68 which reduces the debit 
Balance of Prot and Loss Account 
to $32,908.84, The standard produc 
tion for the year 1930 has been as- 
‘sessed nt 170,050 Ibs. or a decrease of 
48,803 Tbs. when compared with the 
allowance for 1935, On the present 
percentage of release this will enable 
The company to sell 110,031 Tbs. during 
the current year and at the present 
priee of rubber a much better showing. 
ean be anticipated, although the 
probable profit for 1036 is not likely 
fo be suiclent to wipe out the 
accumulated debit in Proft and Los 
‘Account.

‘Various schemes ‘have been worked 
out but, up to the present moment 
we have not been able to evolve 
formula that In our opinion would be:

"AS you are aware the late manager 
was for some years, past managing] 
another estate within easy distance| 
‘of Shanghai Klebang Estate and the| 
resent manager is doing the same;

Secondly, he asks: “What is Messrs. 
Kennedy, Burkill & Company's feo 
‘and what commission do they charge 
fon the sale of Rubber?” 

‘The reply is that their fee is 
Straits $175 per month and that they 
‘charge one half of one per cent. or 
half of the commission usually 
charged for selling rubber. 

‘Thirdly, he asks what the cost of 
production was per pound. I am 
Afraid that this reply will be rath 
misleading because the purchase or 
sale of export rights upsets all cal- 
culations of this nature under present 
‘conditions. 

in this case the cost, as shown by 
the accounts, works’ out at 20.69 
Straits cents’ per pound, of which 
17.38 cents applies to tho Straits and 
3.31 cents to Shanghai, but on the 
other hand the company sold 3,000

T should like to know, Mr. Chairman, 
if you can give me any notes from 
the Minute Book on this subject and 
for how many months such nogotia~ 
tions have been in progress. It seems 
very extraordinary to me that the 
fact that this estate is an uneconomic 
unit has only comparatively recently 
decome apparent to the directors.” 

‘The company had not paid a divi- 
dend, he continued, since 1929, but 
since then the local_offico expenses 
‘had. amounted to. $33,657 and direc 
tors’ fees to $12572. If the company 
hhad been economically administered, 
$1,500 to $2,000 per year for local 
office expenses, and $1,000 a year for 
Girectors’ fees, would have been 
ample, and would have resulted in a 
saving of about $27,500, He also 
atlacked the general charges in 
‘Malaya, and sald that if Messrs. 
Kennedy, Burkill & Co’'s charges 
hud been reasonable, a total of

At this rate of interest, ahd paying

taking the risk of loss on both’ sides. 
‘The chairman sald that they had 
many. loans from other companies,

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MUNICIPAL SALARIES 
‘A Japanese View 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonrt-CutNa Dany News" 
Su hope that Economy's letter 
in last Thursday's issue of your 
Journal, with its illuminating parade 
‘of the princely salaries pald to the 
higher-ups in the Munieipal Service. 
will stimulate the ratepayers to 
organized insistence on drastic 
retrenchment in the emoluments dis- 
bbursed for Couneil employees, Tt is 
only thus that the desired object will 
bbe achieved, for when has entrenched 
privilege yielded to the voice of con- 
selenee, or voluntarily surrendered 
to the dictates of economic exigencies? 
Even with the staggering totals ro- 
vealed by Economy, I can assure your 
readers that the whole tale is not 
told thereby, Let them study. the 
Budget for 1030 and they will surely 
be appalled at the host of additional 
items like. passages on home leave. 
exchange compensation, superannta- 
tion, medical aid, ete, making an 
Increase of at least 25° per cent. “Tt 
‘was during the period of the present 
depression, when ruthless curtailing 
of “overhead” in other public and 
private organizations has” Been the 
order of the day, that the Council 
introduced the perquisite Known as 
‘exchange compensation.” Moreover 
all during this period salary increases 
have rolled merrily along’ in cynical 
disregard to the growing municipal 

penury, 

T have read and listened to the 
arguments of those who seek to 
extenuato the continuance of the 
status quo in muntelpal emoluments 
and—in common no doubt with the 
overwhelming majority of ratepayers 
=I find these “arguments singularly 
specious and unconvineing,  Com= 
parisons with municipal income and 
expenditure and the burden per 
capita in cities of Europe and 
America aro irrelevant, misleading 
‘and even dishonest, as they rests on 
false promises. Indubltably there was 
justineation in’ the early days of the 
Settiement for offering stood salaries, 
home leave with passages paid and 
numerous other inducements for me 
fo leave or stay away from_ thel 
homelands in order to serve the 
SMC, The Settlement was expanding 
‘at a phenomenal rate, bringing in an. 
abundance of municipal revenue, 
there was an absence ‘or dearth of 
‘aultable “material” locally and. due 
to the pauelty of public and private 
amenities, Shanghai could be. fairly 
considered as a place of exile. But

All 
home leave with passages pald by 
‘the Couineil should be. suspended, 
except where unusual reasons for 
ranting it exist. To those who wish 
{o. make comparisons with other 
cities T would say “Who ever heard 
fof municipal employees in cities of 
the Oceldent taking junketing trips 
around the world at the expense of 
the ratepayers?” Moreover the ex- 
change compensations should be 
‘abolished forthwith. No amount of 
argument ean alter the cold fact that 
‘business in Shanghal has been rapidly 
and. progressively declining for a 
‘number of years, is now in a parlous 
slate, with every prospect of growing 
worse. Other” organizations, | both 
public and private, have tieen obliged 
to adopt herole measures. to adjust 
themselves to the changing condi- 
tions, but the Council has not only 
continued tts high scale of remunera- 
tion to its employees, but has further 
exacerbated public opinion by adding 
(0 Ils expenditure the burden of the 
"exchange compensation” and the 
current Increases in salary. ‘There 
is easily available to the Council a 
multitude of highly qualified men and 
Women, Including Chinese, who are 
able t0 give the Couneil honest and 
feMelent service and who would seize 
with avidity any offer to enter the 
Counell’s employ at salaries much 
below those the present incumbents 
are reeelving, without cavilling at 
the deletion of the extra “trimmings.” 
‘Municipal employees, especially the 
seniors, should therefore be willing 
to accept with good grace any cuts 
which maybe preseribed, thanking 
thelr lucky stars that they have these 
many years escaped the rigours of 
the prevailing depyession. One is 
prompted to ask wHy the Councillors. 
Ineluding the Chinese members, have 
allowed this prodigality to go on un- 
checked during alll these years of 
“depression, As leaders in commerce 
fund industry they of course know 
how deplorable business conditions 
‘are in Shanghal and China generally 
‘and that all public services, including, 
treat natlonal ‘services, have imposed 
Severo cuts on the emoluments of 
thelr personnel. 


















































I suggest that the foreign and 
Chinese ratepayers meet and appoint. 
fan international commission to. in- 
vestigate this whole question and to 
formulate mandatory orders for the 
Council, designed to remedy matters 
before the mounting indignation leads 
to an explosion. I believe most rate- 
ayers are of the opinion that an 
honest and efficient "administration 
can be run at a cost far Below that 
which obtains at present.

‘and wall of a convent school on the 
other. 

‘This otherwise quite decent street. 
where respectable ratepayers, who 
unfortunately cannot afford to rent| 
fashionable "apartments in Western 
Districts, abide, long ago became a 
veritable Eldorado of ‘filhy beggars, 
Chinese street prostitutes. unlicensed 
hawkers, etc. 

Half-a-dozen so-called “private 
rickshaws" are practically living there 
fon the sidewalk—living, ealing and 
sleeping—with their wives aiid small 
children, mostly naked, ragged. dirty 
‘and discased babies, crawling about 
fon the pavement and turning the 
Sidewalks into 9 latrine. Although a 
‘Shanghal resident for over 25 years. 
T do not know of a single street, in 
the city, where ‘rickshaw coolies 
‘would be allowed to have their meals 
with wife and children right on the 





9| sidewalk at the very doors of foreign 


‘dwelling-houses, except on Park 
Lane. After their “chow”, the left- 
‘overs of food (soup. rice, fish, bones, 
cabbage, banana skins etc.) are 
simply thrown on the pavement to 
remain there till the next day. And 
amidst this garbage, flth and swarms 
ff green files, small bables erawl and 
ie "about, watched peacefully by 
their’ happy parents. who quite un- 
concerned enjoy their siesta.

What a feast for 
the mosquitoes and germs at Park 
Lane, in spite of all the beautiful and

It sounds almost unbelievable that a 
street in the residential district of 
the Settlement should be allowed to 
be turned into a public latrine by 
half-a-dozen coolles and thelr 
families! Yet it has beon going on 
now for exactly three summers 
already. 

It the Municipal Police will take 
the pains, it) may be very easily 
ascertained that these “private rick- 
shaws" are nol private at all. ‘They 
have no private owner (the name in 
their licence is only “bona de” and 
even fictitious!) and are used by 
anybody who eares and who will pay 
the fare. so that the policeman docs 
not notice it (there's a convenient 
side-pocket for this purpose in. the 
vehielel). And if there is a “private 
owner", he mostly rides free. of 
charge’ (to and from the office) in 
return for his signature on the 
Teence. 

If the Health Department and the

‘A sentence of 18 months’ imprison 
‘ment with bard labour was passed by 
Judge P, Grant Jones In H. M, Su 
rome Court last Wednesday on Jamal 
Din, whose trial on a charge of as- 
sault with Intent to do grievous bod- 
fly harm opened before His Lordship 
‘and a jury of five on the previous 
aay, 

‘Tho trial follows a case brought by 
the complainant, who has since died 
from a cause alleged to have no re- 
lation to the assault, against the 
prisoner and one other Indian in HM. 
Police Court before Mr. C, H. Haines, 
‘the second prisoner having been dis 
missed on the charge of assault, and 
algo one of robbery, and the " fr 
prisoner having been’ acquitted of the 
‘charge of robbery. 

‘Mr. Victor Priestwood, Crown Ad- 
voeate, appeared for the prosecution, 
while tke prisoner conducted his own. 
ease, A full jury was originally em-| 
panelled, but one of the members, 
Mr. C. J, Chancellor, having failed 























o ‘appear, was fined £10 In con 
sequence, 
‘Opening the case for the prosecu- 





ton, Mr. Priestwood sald that the 
section of the Act under which the 
prisoner was charged made it an 
offence for a person unlawfully oF 
maliciously to strike another with 
Intent to cause grievous bodily harin. 
Unlawfully here meant witout law- 
ful excuse, and maliciously _meant| 
intentionally, With intent negatived 
the possibilliy of accident, and was 
to be inferred from the nature of the 
fact which eaused the wound. Griev- 
‘ous bodily harm was such as to be 
‘of a permanent and dangerous nature 
‘and was sumMciont to fall under this 
heading it 1% interfered with health 
‘or comfort, 


Facts of the Case 


Mr. Priestwood then outlined the 
facts of the case, which wore that on.

‘Tro Judge: Were you able to form 
any opinion as to what had caused 
that fracture?—It was probably caused.

Death of Complainant 


After being kept in hospital be- 
cause of eye trouble, complainant was! 
Aischarged, but was’ admitted to the 
hospital twice afterwards, the last 
time being on April 14, when he died| 
from pneumonia soon after admission. | 

Mr. Priestwood: Could the wound| 
have’ been caused by a stick or 
bludgeon?—No, 

What foree would be necessary to| 
cause that‘ wound?—Considerable 
force would have to be used, 

Later, His Lordship pointed out 
that it was not suggested in any way| 

the wound led to the death-of| 
‘the complainant. 

Mr. J.D. Davis, of the Public 
Works Department, S.M.C,, and De- 
tective Sub-Inspector J. Dickson gave| 
evidence of having superintended a 
plan and photographs of the com- 


























plainant’s house respectively, Muntaz| 
Ali Kean testified as to the death and| 
burial of the complainant, Mr. J. J.

‘with Intention, Accused was a poor 
man, and complainant did not pay 
him’ his wages, and so he wont to 
‘collect them, whercupon complainant 
uused bad language. 


“The witnesses for the p-rseeution 
Jhave all told lies,” he declared, “The 
‘complainant Is now dead; nobody can 
live for ever. 


ime Iudgo; That is a lamentable 
fact. 

‘Addressing the jury, Mr. Pricst- 
‘wood reminded them of the charges 
upon which the accused was arraign- 
ed, and took them through the vari- 
ous points in the charge in detail. 
There could be no doubt in thelr 
minds, he said, that the deceased 
‘complainant was wounded, and there 
could only be one intention with 
which a person would drive a sharp 
instrument into a man’s face, “Tt Is 
only by God's merey that complain 
fant did not die of that wound,” d 
clared Mr. Priestwood, “if it had 
been one inch to the right you might 
have been considering a different 
verdict.” 

‘He asked them to consider the 
fact whether, {f they were owed the 
paltry sum of $13, as the complainant 
did to the accused, they would Tie In 
walting for a man with a knife, un- 
less they were of a wicked and de- 
praved heart. There had been some 
question as to whether the wound 
was caused with a knife or with a 
stick, and he would refer them to 
the doctor's evidence, which cited a 
sharp weapon as the most probable 
Instrument, Ho submitted that anger 
didnot destroy intent ina charge 
of this nature. If this man could not 
obtain the money owing to him, his 
proper ecurse was to sue the 
debtor. 

His Lordship then took the jury 
through the law relating to the case- 
It they were unable to find that ad- 
cused committed the offence with 
Intent, they might, if thoy thought 
A, conviet the accused of unlawful 
wounding under another section of 
the same Act, Anger, unless excited 
by provocation, was’no excuse for 
crime, Provocation never did away 
with ‘a case, but under certain eir- 
cumstances "might mitigate it. “He 
reminded thom that grievous bodily 
harm might quite easily have been 
caused by a slick. He did not think 
that they could como to any con- 
clusion, ‘on the accused's admission 
‘alone, other than that It was he who 
struck the blow. He would like them 
to state In their verdict with what in- 
strument the blow was caused, whe- 
ther with a knife or with a’ stick, 
‘The accused in his statement to the 
Jury had emphasised the fact that he 
id not intend to strike the blow 
when he went to the complainant 
house, but the question that they had 
fo decide was his inlention at. the 
lime that he actually delivered it. 
itis Lordship gave the jury the usual 
warning that if they had any reason- 
able doubt In their minds, they must 
five the accused the benefit of the 
doubt. 

‘The jury, after retiring to consider 
thelr verdict, found the accused 
qullty of the charge, and also found 
that “the wound had been infleted 
with some sharp instrument. 

Delivering judgment, His Lordship 
said:—"You have been found guilty 
of the offence with which you are 
charged. I have no doubt that in 
your own mind, at any rate, yout 
harboured a grievance against the 
man whom you struck. We all have 
srievances ‘in this world, and we 
Must not take it into our own hands 
fo avenge them, especially where 
that vengeance takes the form of 
acts of violence. You will be im- 
prisoned with hard labour for 18 
calendar months”

Kenneth Andrew Mans- 
Geld brought Basant Singh into 
court, claiming $40, which represent 
ed, he said, the amount due him on 
a car ho had sold defendant for $120 
ast month; Basant Singh, on the 
other hand, said that he had aclually 
ald plainiift $120, besides another 
twenty dollars or so for repairs, stat~ 
ing that the car was not in the state 
of “perfeet mechanical condition” it 
was held out to be, After a hearing 
that Tasled all morning, Judgo P. 
Grant Jones adjourned ‘the case to 
‘Thursday for both parties to bring 
their witnesses, 

Basant Singh is a watchman om- 
ployed by the Sacred Heart Hospital, 
40 Ningkuo Road. At the end of the 
hearing, he was driven homewards in 
‘a Morris touring car chauffeured by a 
Chinese. 


In the witness-box, Mansfield pro- 
duced a promissory note for $40, and 
‘sald that he had sold Basant Singh a 
Flat_motor-car for $120 on April 21. 
“That's very cheap for a motor 
ear,” commented his Lordship, 
“Yes, very cheap, but T needed the 
money," replied plaintiff, with a smilo, 
Basant Singh paid him $40 that day, 
$20 the following day, and $10 a day 
later, giving him the promissory note 
{for the balance. On April 23, 24, and 
25, ‘Mansfield showed’ him how. to 
drive, but did not let him take the 
steering wheel “because he had been 
drinking” Later, he took the ear back 
with “defendants full consent; on 
April 27, defendant camo with an 
Inspector’ from “Yengiszepoo Station 
fo arrest him for stealing the car. 
He explained matters. salisfacterily, 
and Basant Singh took the ear back. 


Receipt for $250 


Basant Singh here produced a 
guarantee of the car's perfect, 
‘mechanical condition. Examining it, 
his Lordship asked Mansfield why the 
‘guarantee also included a receipt for 
$250. 


“He told me he intended to drive 
the car around for a few months and 
then re-sell it," replied Mansfield, 
“and that was ioenable him to sell It 
at a better price.” 


“You shouldn't do that, Mansfield,” 

sald hls Lordship, “I's not right. 

Isn't It tolling a ior" 
Mansfield:—"Yes, sir’ 


Basant Singh sald that he paid 
Mansfleld $40 on April 21, 9 total of 
$20 on April 22, and $10 on April 
4M, He also paid various sums for 
repatrs, and said, very strongly, that 
the car was ‘never In perfect 
mechanical condition, With regard to 
his having accused plaintitt of sleal- 
ing the car, he sald that Mansfield 
took the car away ono evening with- 
‘out his consent, and he did not know 
what had happened (o it St frst, Ho| 
later exchanged it, together with a 
sum of $50, for a Morris ear, 


Both parties agreed that Basant 
Singh took nat delivery of the car 
‘on Aprit 27; but whereas plaintiff sald 
that the ear was driven away, de- 
fondant said that he actually had to 
push it home, with the help of five 
Indians, 


On ‘Thursday ovidonce was given 
by Detective Sub-Inspector John 
[Crighton, of Yangtzepoo Station, that 
fon the morning af April 27 defendant 
came (0 the station and made a re~ 
port that his ear had been stolen 
from a garage at the Sacred Heart 
Hospital. He mado enquiries and 
[subsequently ascertained that the de- 
fendant had purchased the ear from 
Mansfield. Defendant showed him A 
receipt for $250 and explained he had 
paid $120 but the larger sum had 
been entered on the receipt by an 
arrangement between the parties. He 
went to Mansfield and asked him 
why he had taken the car. Ie ox- 
plained that there was still $40 
‘owing by defendant and he would 
Jnot hand over the ear until this had 
been paid. Witness explained to 
[Mansfeld that he was wrong and 
was not entitled to romove the car. 
Defendant stated that he only owed 
}$80. "It was then agreed that de- 
fendant should take the car away 
Jand pay the $40 that aflernoon:

REICH TRIBUTE TO BRITISIE

Following the naval review before 
Chancellor” Hitler yesterday, the

After the dedication ceremony, Ad- 
miral Raeder, Commander-in-Chiet of 
‘the German ‘Navy, delivered on ad~ 
dress, in which he paid a high tribute 
to "these brave men and sailors, whom 
fate pitied against us in an honour- 
able struggle.” 

‘The Admiral went on to say that 
wherever we crassed swords in open 
Daltle with the British Navy, be it 
‘at Jutland, Coronet or other places, 
we. always learnt to esteem an 
adversary, who was” racially and 
infellectuatly related to us and who, 
true to his glorious traeition, was, Wie 
lus, only aiming to do his utmost ia 
the self-sacrifieing fulflment of his 
duty to his country.

OBITUARY 
Lord Darling 
London, May 29. 

Lord Darling, one of Britain's 
greatest and wittiest judges, died to: 
day at the age of 86. 

Charles John Darling was born at 
Langham Hall, Essex, on December 
6, 1849, and became one of Britain's 
greatest criminal and common law 
‘Judges, as well os a delightful versi- 
fer and wit. He was called to the 
Bar in 1874, and was made a Q.C. in 
1885, in which year he married Mary 
(@. 1913), only daughter of Major 
Gen. Greathed. ‘There were three 
children of the marriage, a son ond 
two daughters. 

‘He represented Deptford in Parlia- 
ment, in the Conservative interest, 
from’ 1888 to 1897. In 1897 he was 
appointed a Judge of the ‘King's 
Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice and held that position for 26 
years. He had been given a knight 
hood in 1897, and was a member of 
the Privy Couneil in 1917, 

‘There was, however, a tremendous 
coutery when, at the instance of Lord 
Halsbury, he was given a judgeship. 
‘The appointment was described as a 
“black job,” ond Liberals denounced 
it with great vigour, while Conserva- 
tives were not altogether comfortable. 

He retired in 1023 at the age of 74.— 
Reuter.

was quite a strong streak of big 
bully in the big brother, 

"A. good neighbour ean hardly be 
fone who, rigorously refuses to ene 
gage in community activities, so 
logleal development of the doctrine 
was an effort to make the Pan- 
‘American idea more real and more 
foreotul, This Is the task of the 
Pan-American Conferenee which will 
take place this summer at Buenos 
‘Aires ‘at the suggestion of the Presi- 











Continuation of Hoover Potlcy 


‘The Roosevelt policy towards Latin 
tiea is in reality far more of a 
continuation of President Hoover's 
policy than the present Administra 
Hion would like to odmit. ‘The 
former President as soon ns he was 
lected spent the interim period in 
touring South America as President- 
elect In order to build up good will 
Moreover he announced at a press 
conference shortly after his inaugura~ 
tion that as a general principle he 
Was opposed to. the United States 
Mpeing represented abroad by mar= 
ines” “and beyan the movement to 
withdraw thom from Haiti and 
Nlearagua which culminated in the 
Presidency of the successor. 

‘He also authorized a special study 
‘of the ‘Monroe Doctrine which re 
Stored it to its original form as a. 
fuarantee of protection against fur- 
ther encroachment in America by 
Eurdpean powers rather than an 
assertion of the rights of the United 
States in the Western Hemisphere, 

President Roosevelt carried on the 
same policy, He invented the phrase 
Good ‘Neighbour. He completed the 
withdrawal of marines, from Latin 
‘Ameriean territory and he made 
‘treaties with Panama and Cuba 
which no longer recognized that the 
United States had any right to ine 
terfere in domestic matters even i 
‘American interests appeared to be 
‘affected. On the economic side 
efforts were made to draw up trea 
ties with as many Latin American 
countries as possible under the Presi 
Gent's reciprocal tariff powers. 


‘Wisdom of George Washington 


This positive policy of increased 
co-operation with Latin America was 
helped and encouraged by a growing 
fear of becoming Involved in Burom 
‘pean diMeulties which from the 
Western shores of the Atlantic ap- 
peared horribly similar to those of 
1014. European slatesmen wore once 
‘again demonstrating the prophetic 
wisdom of George Washington in 
Urging his countrymen to beware of 
European countries which had a set 
‘of problems of no concern to the 
‘Western Hemisphere, 

‘The more helpless and ominous 
the Europea situation appeared the 
more pressing and desirable seemed 
the need for closer co-operation 
among the nations of the more 
Blessed Western world. Every sug- 
gestion from Europe that the United 
States should share in working out 
some scheme of collective security 
only inerensed the determination to 
Keep as far away from Buropean 
entanglements 0s possible, "The

No Success In Forelgn Field

Proposals in Nebulous State 

Proposals for the Conference are 
stil In a nebulous state. ‘The Ad- 
ministration here evidently consider 
the meeting will provide an opport- 
unity for arranging » common policy 
for ‘the Western Hemisphere should 
there be a European war and also 
devise a scheme of common action 
aging Say American Fapublie which 
committed an act of aggression 
against {ls noighbour. “Economic 
foples can hardly be avoided but the 
‘Administration have no great hopes 
that much can be accomplished in 
this direction though suggestions 
have been made that a “tariff truco” 
might be arranged for the next few

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SAILORS DON’T CARE 
By Bure. 

Sailors don't care, They never 
did and as long as the tradition con 
tinues they never will. Their job 
is to run ships, whether they are 
fishing smacks or Qucen Marys. 
They take their ships into port, 
develop communications, build up 
trade and open up countries, known, 
or unknown, and then fade 
away. ‘They leave behind them 
splendid memorials in the shape 
of huge ports, imposing trade 
statistics, advancement ot pro- 
sperity and human happiness 
‘through developed international 
relationships and a few moulder- 
ing, half-forgotten cemeteries, like 
the’ seamen’s cemetery at Pootung, 
where personalities are lost and dim 
inscriptions tell a tale only to the 
curious, It is on such a basis that 
the history of the Port of Shanghai 
can be told and some fragments of 
the early days of shipping recon- 
structed as the humble background 
of the maritime greatness of this 
elly which ranks high among the 
ports of the wor 














Forty years ago (1896) the 
contrast between the dawn of 
Shanghai and the then existing 
development was so startling as to 
evoke comment. Fifty years pre- 
viously (1846) when Shanghai was 
‘opened the picture was startling. A 
contemporary description of what 
sinee has grown to be fifth port in 
the world provides the following 
picture: 

‘There was then ycither foreign 
selilement nor shipping. ‘The 
frontage of what is now the French 
Concossion was covered with Chin- 
ese buildings and pending the 
erection of European houses all 
forcignors resided and transacted 
business there. Below the Yang- 
Kingpeng (now Avenue Edward 
VID was open country dotted with 
copses of bamboo, farmhouses and 
grave mounds. . ‘The bank of the 
river, surmounied by a tow-path, 
extended along the centre of what 
i now the Bund, and continuing, 
along Broudway ‘very nearly to 
Hongkew Chureh it curved outward 
to a rounded point a tilile above 
the Old Dock. On the Pooluny side 
It was several hundred fect. back 
af its present position; the Soochow 
Crock was a good-sized river; and 
the “ehow chow" water was most 
violent opposite to a ditch bordered 
With willow. trees where now is 
Nanking Road. 




















‘This was in 1845 when there was 
a big Mect of junks constantly 
Blocking the river and the few 
foreign ships which began to’ call 
fat Shanghai had a dificult task 
finding a channel through the dense 
Chinese shipping.

‘she concentrated on carrying only 
passengers, mails, treasure, opium 
and silk. For nine months she was, 
in service, covering the distance 
between the two ports in seven or 
eight days and delivering London 
mails in Shanghai in 51 to 66 days. 
She was a losing proposition and

A trip from Woosung up the 
river to Shanghai, which has been 
‘converted by the ferry service into 
‘a cool and pleasant recreation these 
summer nights, was an adventure 
in the early days of the port, and 
‘more especially so to the newcomer, 
to whom Shanghai was dark and 
dangerous place and China a land 
lost in a haze, of mystery. Etched 
jin a youthful imagination and 
repeated many years later is this 
picture of a pioneer’s arrival on 
August 16, 1861, and his discovery 
of a problem which gave rise to 
the ereation of the Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board and has tested 
the Board’s engineering skill since 
it was created: 

We picked up a pilot off the 

Saddles, and ran up to Woosung in 

the swift tea clipper Solent, before 

‘a strong south-cast summer’ breeze; 

there we were met by Shang- 
hal's old friend, the “Heaven Sent 

Barrier.” We could not cross the 

bar and so we had lost an exeiting 

race with the elipper Julia, We! 
had parted company with her in 
the Downs; we sighted and hailed 
our rival in the China Sea near 

Borneo, she passing us ay we lay 

fat anchor, and then with lighter 

raught she passed the bar and got 

Into harbour before us, ‘The next 

day with a blazing sun we took 

passage In a pilot boat for Shang- 
hal, ‘There was no Woosung Mail 
then and no steam launches were 
running. We landed at 6 pm. on 

mud fiat, passing through a 

wonderful ‘forest of masts, 400 sail 

atleast and with one’ or two 
steamers at the outside amongst 
them, ‘There was no Public 

Garden, ‘That pleaseant. fragrant, 

flowery’ spot was partly under 

water, a Chinese junk anchorage. 

But this hardy pioneer had not 
reached his final destination. He 
had to go farther to Ningpo and 
‘after a four month's trip from Eng- 
land the prospects of the last stage 
of the journey were none too 
pleasant, In these days of luxurious 
travel along the China coast in 
vessels {wo or three times the size 
of the biggest ocean-going vessels 
of those days and conveniences 
which relegate the carlicr ships 
almost into the coracle class of 
shipbuilding, arrangements on the 











Ningpo run should make one 
shudder. ‘To continue 
in those early days the connec- 





tion between Shanghai and the out- 
porls was pecarious and uncertain. 

‘There was a small and cranky 

sleamer the Rose running betwsen 

Shanghai and Ningpo. She started 

professedly once a fortnight and 

then only wind and weather por- 
milling, The fast sailing Ningpo 
lorchas did most of the carrying 
and passenger trade and as we just 

‘missed the first trip of the Rose, 

‘and rather shrank from a lorcha. 

after 11 days. of tossing in the 

Solent, our kind friends, Mr, and 

Mrs, H......persuaded Us to wait 

fa fortnight for the Hext attempt of 

the leisurely Rose. 

By the end of 1862 the opening! 
of the Yangtze ports resulted in a 
tremendous inerease in shipping in 
the port of Shanghai, 268 vessels 
being counted on day in Septem- 
ber of that year, ‘The harbour was 
crowcled with ships and so packed 
were they that movement was well- 
nigh impossible. It was during 
such conditions that a maritime 
cident, typical of those happy-go- 
lucky times, occurred and is pre- 
served in an old pamphlet, which 
states: 

‘When the port was thus crowded 
the Huquang, the first of the large 
steamers built for the Yangtze 
River, started from Kinleeyuen on 
hor niaiden trip to Hankow.

box was raked off clean by the 
hhvlk’s bowsprit, and on her return 
from Hankow the caplain called on 
‘Mr. Edward Cunningham, the presi- 
dent of the S. 8. N. Com, to which 
the steamer belonged and’ began an 
‘explanation which was interrupted 
with: “Don't say a word, It was 
worth a dozen paddle boxes to soe 
the boat go through there.” 
Golden days those when ‘accidents 
like this were taken in a sporting 
spirit and did not set in motion the 
vast machinery of surveyors, as- 
sessors and ators who attend 
‘on present-day mishaps. 











And what about the sailors? 
Sailors don't care and neither did 
tha authorities in those days until 
in the late Attics and early sixties 
things grew so bad that action had 
to be taken to deal with them. 
Owing to the trade boom and after 
wards the Taiping rebellion, Shang- 
hai had attracted some of the most 
disorderly elements in the world— 
men who would not work but pre- 
ferred to live on the country, sailors 
broken by bullying mates on sailing 
ships and who deserted ship here 
and adventurers allracted by 
prospects of casy money in troubled 
times. Hongkew and Louza were 
compared to the toughest regions 
‘of San Francisco and other lawless 
ports. The helpless and indifferent 
Police of those times reported scores 
of foreigners living in Chinese 
dives, grop shops and gambling 
dens, some ashore others on boats 
in the river. ‘The police report 
refers to them as the “scum of all, 
nations” and deals lengthily with 
their responsibility for pelty crime 
and brawls. 

‘The sailor must have his grog 
and as the first experiments in 
‘Hongkew whisky" were bearing 
success the authorities decided to 





‘Municipal Council a Scotsman, 
former mate of a ship, was 
authorized to open a grog shop in 
‘Yangkingpang (Avenue Edward 
VII) “so that sailors may get good 
liquor in a respectable place in- 
slead of going to low houses and 
getting samshu." ‘Thereupon there 
‘camo into existent> Shanghai's first 
legalized bar under the name of the 
“Green Shades Tavern” and it 
worked so well and the chaplain 
and doctor of the ship Pique gave 
it such a favourable report that the 
British Consul recommended that 
ils licence be continued “notwith- 
standing the objections somie people 
the place.” ‘The “Green 
passed out into the di 
shades of Shanghai history but, it, 
too, must have played a part in 
erecting on this lowly mud bank 
fone of the greatest memorials in 
existence to sailors of the world.

Large Vocabulary Needed by Those in the Trade: Many 
Different Varieties of Products 


‘To the ordinary person, tea is Just 
toa, a commodity Bought at a certain 
price to be added to. boiling, wer, 
‘and combined with sugar and mille to 
ake a very pleasing drink. ‘But to 
the expert in tea, the man who buys it 
and sells It and makes his living from 
it, tea Js a product which requires a 
special dictionary of considerably more! 
than 400 words ia order to describe the 
different brands, the places where it 
{is produced, the ‘people who are 
engaged in its production, and even 
the many dierent qualities contined 
in ten. 

“This dictionary is to be found in the 
1990-7 edition of Ukers' “International 
Tea and Coffee Buyers’ Guide." In 
places, this dictionary includes. words 
{hat it is dificult to axgoelate with tea, 
for instance the word "boy," inter: 
preted a5 meaning “term commonly 
Used in the Bast and the Par Bast for 
fa servant” nds a. place among. the 
tea terms. Evidently the term “chine 
chin," described aso corruption of 
the ‘Chinese salutation of “good-bye,” 
must have taken Its origin from the 
farewells of friends at ten parties, for 
itis" also included in’ the tea 
dictionary. 

‘By far the most interesting portion 
of the dictionary is that which deals 
‘with ‘the diferent varieties of the 
product, which are far more numerous, 
‘apparently, than the outsider would 
lever imagine. ‘There are, for instance, 
Slutumnal. teas, or teas’ which have 
teen touched with cool weather, there 
4s billy tea, made by the Australian 
Dushman ina billy ean, there fe bitter 
tea, prepared in Goshmere by bolin 
2 tinned copper vessel, after adding 
red polash, a mixture of aniseed and 
salt, ‘Bitter tea has ils own pecullar 
method of preparation, for it Is 
Upulated that it must be sorved from 
ra. teapot. of brass of copper, tin 
lined." Brick tea, a common grade of

with stalk ond dust, and moulded 
into brieks under high pressure. 


‘Tea Made With Butter 


It hardly makes-one's mouth water 
to read about butter tea, which is 
bolled tea mixed with salt and soda, 
and afterwards strained into a churn 
containing butter and barley, parched 
and ground, ‘The tea is afterwards 
churned, and a lump of butter is 
sometimes added in the serving basin, 
‘Then, as a contrast, there Is just com- 
mon tea, that which gives the plainest 
and lightest liquor being thin and of 
no particular flavour. 

From the island of Formosa there 
comes a peculiar kind of tea known 
as “handkerchief tea.” It gets its 
name from the fact that Chinese tea 
growers bring down from their little 
gardens or farms very “tippy” leisy 
or teas with white and golden tips, 
carrying them in large sille handker- 
chiefs. ‘Then, of course, as in all other 
businesses, there are the little tricks 











of the trade, such as the mixing of 
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willow and other spurious leaf with 
genuine tea leaf, and fraudulently 
Selling if as tea, appropriately named 
“ie tea.” Woollen tea fs the transla 
tion “of the Shanghai Chinese. ex- 
pression for country-fired tea which 
has not boen refined. 

‘What more delightful name than 
“pretty fingers” could be applied to 
a special brand of tea? Known in 
Japan ag “momikdri.” this is a new 
type of tea produced in that country. 

blossoms 
introduced during the fring and 
packing processes combine to make 
the scented teas which are produced 
in China and Formosa, Tea can even 
be described as “self-drinking,” al- 
though, for all its virtues, it can hardly 

‘ve said to justify this description, 
and the term simply means “requiring 
no flavouring “Earth tea" is 
the name for tea “manufactured in 
Shanghal from leat brought to the 
city from Hangchow, 

‘To the casual drinkor of tea, whose 
only instructions as to its preparation 
are’ “a little ‘more milk, please,’ 
Jor “I always take two lumps of sugar 
with mine,” it may come as something 
‘of a shock to discover the many 
‘different qualities of tea known to the 
connoisseur. It can, for instance, be 
bright, oF 0 sparkling, red lquor, of 
it may bo brisk, that is to say “live, 
not flat. ‘Tea can be dull, meaning 
that it is not clear and bright, or it 
may be flat, lacking briskness and 
pungency, Mature (ea, onthe other 
hand, Is that which has no flatness oF 
rawness, and is, presumably, the type 
fof tea which is considered ideal, 


‘Tea With Coppery Taste 

‘The coppery taste of some toas is 
known as “metallic,” and “point” is 
the expression used for brightness and 
acidity of liquor. Rasping tea Is tea 
Which has a conrse flavour in the cup: 
Toa which is soft and lacking point is~ 
referred to as stewy, but it can bo 
sald to possess strength if it is thlek, 
pungent and brisk. ‘The Japanese, 
ke the Chinese, attach a great deal 
‘of importance to the correct prepar~ 
ation of tea, and have a special word, 
"chado;" for the art of making tea, 

‘Tho ‘taster, of course, is a vastly 
Important individual in the tea trade, 
and so it fs disquieting to find in the 
dictionary the term "tea gobber,” a 
‘slang expression applied to these 
painstaking gentlemen, Far more 
disquieting, however, is the frst tea 
ferm contained in’ the dictionary, 
‘agony of the leaves.” It is dimeult 
to refrain from a tear of genuine 
‘sympathy when this term catches the 
‘eye, but its interpretation, the tasters’ 
‘expression descriptive of the unfold- 
ing of the leaves when boiling water 
is applied to them, is more.re-assuring. 

‘Those engaged in the tea trade are 
‘not the only ones who appreciate its 
true value as a drink, and its many

John Masefield, Man of the Sea, Imports Touches of 


Realism: His Works to Live in History

It would be dimeult to name the 

‘exact qualifications required by one 
Who holds the proud position of the 
English Poet Laureate, But if an in- 
tense feeling for humanity, and 
specially for the humbler specimens, 
‘an unconcealed patriotism, a deep 
appreciation of his own country and, 
most important of all, an intimate 
‘and personal knowledge of the sea, 
with whieh the English people have 
Such particularly “close associations, 
may ‘be called the justification for 
4 poet's claims on the title, then Mr. 
John Masefteld, whose 58th birthday 
was passed on June 1 may be sald to 
have filled every. requirement de- 
‘manded by his status, 

‘Masefleld was created Poet Laure- 
ate in 1030, and lives at Pinbury 
Park, Cirencester, He was given the 
‘Order of Merit in 1935, and is an 
Honorary Doctor of Literature at 
Oxford University. He was elected 
‘a memiber of the Academic Commit- 
tee in November, 1913, 

‘Masefleld makes rather a bold 
claim in his. “Consecration,” whieh 
occurs at the beginning’ of his 
poems;— 

[Not the ruler for me, but the ranker, 

‘the tramp of the road, 

‘he 'siave with the sack on his 

houlders” prleked on with the 


‘The man with too welghty a burden, 
‘too heavy’ a toot 
‘The sailor, the stoker of steamers, the

‘The'chantyman bent at the halliards 
putting a tune to the shout,

‘the tired look-out. 
He has, however, almost entirely 
kept to his pledge, and a 1 
lon of his poetry’ is_writt 
At not for, the humble typ 
ighman with whose langua 
field became so familiar during his 
own term of service as a sallo 
fore the mast.

‘caused a sensation when it was 
ublished just before the War, and 
Which was denounced by some a3 
possessing none of the attributes of 
poetry, shows his feeling for the 
common man in a different form, 
tracing the hectic life of a retrograde 
country yokel through most of the 
seven deadly sins, and up to a final 
fand very beautifully written climax, 
when he sets forth on the path of 
reform, “The Widow in the Bye 
Street” and “The Daffodil Fields” 
fare two tragic poems, one of which 
tells how the love of a worthless 
woman drives a man to murder and 
subsequent execution, and the other 
how Jealousy and forgetfulness ‘pre- 
elpitate the deaths of two youths who 
would have been finally reconciled 
‘but for a misunderstanding.

Nichols describes “him | as . being

gives an instance of = dramatic 
Feading of Masefield's poems up at 
the ‘varsity. Masefleld himself at- 
tended the "meeting, and read out 
some of his favourites among the 
poems which he himself had written, 
but afterwards, when the group 
gathered around to discuss and 
raise them  Masefield drew away 
and sat quietly by himself, Tt is 
sald that Masefeld first took to 
poetry In the following manner. He 
Sat up all night “until the stars 
dimmed” reading Chaucer, and the 
next morning went forth and de- 
clared. that his true calling was to 
be a poet. 

It is no idle prediction to say that 
Masefield's poetry will live in the 
history of English literature.

Venerable and Wealthy’

remunerative posts and after some 
years retired to his native city, full 
‘Of wealth and honours. He took’ very 
Tittle Interest in local affairs and 
seldom gave assistance to the many 
‘applicants for office who sought his 
help and. patronage. This naturally 
caused him to have many enemies, 
but so high was his prestige that no 
one dared to attack him and his 
‘opinion was always sought in matters 
of importance concerning the welfare 
of. the eily. while whenever high 
officials visited the city always called 
fon him frst and pald him the utmost 
Fespect and honour. 

‘There Is a Chinese saying to the 
effect that even a great minister of 
State cannot manage his family.

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Short Wave Reception 
When and Where to Listen In for Good Results 


‘The thrill that comes from listen 
ing to a programme which is being 
broadcast hundreds of miles away 1s 
fone that will never fade, It has 
been estimated that there are over 
70,000 “radio sets In Shanghai. lon 
but of this number probably less 
than 10,000 or so are short or alle 
wave receivers. The number - of 
people who make a regular habit of 
stoning to forelgn short. wave 
stations Is probably well under 3,000, 
but indications are that this number 
is increasing rapidly with the arrival 
‘of newer and better” sets on the 
market. 

Conditions in Shanghai are, on the 
whole, good for foreign. reception, 
with the late evening and the early 
morning being the best periods, 
Halt the thrill of listening in to the 
foreign stations lies in the fact that 
‘when sitting down to an evening's 
short wave entertainment, the listener 
cannot accurately prophesy what he 
in actually going to get. 


Static and Interference 


There are a number of things that 
make or mar reception, including 
sun spots, atmospherics, man-made 
static (machinery, trams, and motor 
cars), weather conditions, and so on, 
Fading, too, Js apparent on nearly 
al stations’ though not to the same 
extent, For example, Hongkong 
(ZBW, 34,29 metres) comes in with 
very slow and deep fading, while at 
the other end of the seale is. the 
American station at Bound Brook 
(WSXAL, 16.87 metres) which often 
comes in’ with very rapid fading. In 
ll fairness, however, it should be 
mentioned that Bound Brook came 
through on Anzac Day, for instance, 
‘with remarkable clearness and purity 
of tone, Fading, however, absolutely 
ruins a programme, making music 
and speech unintelligible 

Certain stations can never be heard 
here, for a variety of reasons whieh 
include low power, aerials" direc 
tionalized away from the Far East 
(most of the American stations, for 
instance, are heard via Europe), the 
time of transmission, and the wave- 
Jength used, and to attempt to get 
‘one of these’statlons is a waste of time 
and effort. 

‘Times for Listening 

In winter, or from the September 
to May period, stations between 13 
and 20 metres will be heard best 
during the daylight hours, After 
night fall, these stations are “dead, 
but it is then that the higher wave 
lengths become productive, During 














the ‘summey months, these higher 
wavelengthé are not’ used to a great 
extent, except in the cases of 


stations with no other wavelength 
assigned them, and most programmes 
are brought down into the 16 and 
19 metres wave-bands, which are 
heard best in the afternoon and. at 
night, Conversely, inthe early 
mornings, these wavebands are silent 
except for amateur stations on 20 
metres, but the higher wavelengths 
are again active. 

‘An excellent example of good re- 
ception in Shanghai at the moment 
is the South Amerlean station LRU 
(29,62 “‘motres) “at ‘Buenos “Aires, 
which is to be heard every evening 
between G and 10 o'clock with very 
good volume. Hongkong (ZBW) is 
also very reliable on 34.29 metres, 
Dut due to its comparative nearness 
it Js, of course, almost impossible to 
miss it, Entirely defying all rules 
of reception applying "to other 
stations, Khabarovsk (70.20 metres) 
can be heard in full blast on any 
night of the year, 


Band Confusion 


One of the greatest drawbacks in 
China, however s that lie is done 
to control the wavelengths ‘used ‘by 
Morse stations, the. dicmetce wave:

Recent Receptions 

During recent months, Shanghai 
short wave listeners have reported 
‘excellent reception in the ease of the 
Christmas broadeast of King George 
V. his Inte Majesty's funeral, the Bm- 
pire Broadcast of King Edward VIII, 
the World Economie Conference, and 
Hiller’s address at Cologne in’ con- 
nection with the Plebiscite, while at 
least one listener, who fortunately 
speaks German, reports hearing 
conversation carried on between the 
Zeppelin Von Hindenburg and. a 
round station, in which the former 
Teported its position above Berlin, 
mentioned that it was carrying a 
hundred passengers, and in a few 














words described the scenes spread 
‘out below. 
When conditions are good, the 


owner of a short wave set can listen 
In to simply dozens of "stations all 
over the world, including London, 
Paris, Rio de Janeiro, Oslo, ‘Milan, 
Lisbon, Madrid and ‘Bound Brook 
USA), 
‘The most frequently heard British 
station is GSP (19.82 metres), whieh 
has an output of 15 kilowaits; all 
the other London stations are heat 
Jat odd intervals, but the new one at 
19.60 metres (GSP) will’ be found 
the best up till 830 am. On the 
whole, the German stations can be 
heard’ better than the British ones, 
Jand ‘bre doubly interesting in view 
Jof the wide use of short wave radio 
being made by the German govern- 
ment. A reliable winter station is 
DJA’ (3138 metres), while DIB 
(1944 metres) and’ DIQ™ 9.63 
metres), the latter in the early after 
noon, are the best during the summer 
months. 

Popular Netherlands Statio 

At 2557 and 16.23 metres is the 
Netherlands station of PHT, probably 
‘ne of the most popular in the world, 
whieh is due in no small measure 
to its announcer, Mr. E. Starts, 
‘whose command of no less than seven 
different languages makes his witty 
speeches understood by practically 
everyone, 

In spite of the fact that they 
‘on the 31-metre waveband the whole

‘There are a large number of erratic 
stations owned by amateurs, coun- 
fries heard on such transmissions 
Including Australia, the | Argentine 
Republic, Japan, the Straits Settle- 
ments, Philippine Islands, Netherlands 
East "Indies, North America, and 
‘Mexico. These all transmit speeches 
‘and not Morse. 

‘Australian re-broadeasts have been 
heard here on many occasions, the 
stations concerned picking up’ the 
London programme and rebroadeast- 
ing it, Hongkong, similarly, broad- 
‘casts the London’ news announce: 
ments whenever it Is on the air, 


Varied Programmes 


With regard to the type of pro- 
‘zrammes issued, England gives plenty 
fof variety, including concerts, talks, 
running ‘commentaries on sports 
events (such as the M.C.C. v. All- 
India cricket match, which was 
broadeast over GSH and GSG at 1.20 
p.m, G.M-T. on May 16), news items, 
‘musical items, and plays. The latter, 
however, are not very popular as if 
the station fades suddenly for a 
moment or two, the listener misses 
a few lines and the thréad of the 
lay is very diMeult, if not impos. 
sible, to pick up again, Static and 
Interference also. render the task of 
distinguishing the different voices 
rather dificutt, 

German stations in the afternoons 
place some excellent band music on 
{the air. The Radio Colonial stations 
in Paris transmit news in English 
and, French at regular periods, the 
rest’ of the time being devoted to 
music, with frequent re-broadeasts 
Jof operas from the French medium- 
wave ‘stations.

Last year, the Bureau of Inter 
tional Telegraphs, Shanghai, follow- 
ing instructions from Nanking, com- 
menced to register the number of 
receiving sets in Shanghai. So far, 
fa total of over 63,000 sets have been 
registered with the Bureau, but there 
are many sets in the International 
Settlement and the French Conces- 
sion, including the majority of for- 
elgn-owned radio sets, which have not 
‘been registered with the Chinese 
authorities, and when these are taken 
Into account the total number must 
exceed that gure by quite a large 
amount.

This book is writien with an 
evidently ‘close experience of the| 
‘working of the new régime in Russia, 
at any rate in its early days, and 
‘Mr, Lazarevski is able to compress his| 
eecunt of the later days of the 
‘Monarchy into an attractively concise 
narrative which carries conviction. 
He has a lively eye for the follies 
‘of extromists on both sides. He dis- 
pels some of the wilder legends which 
have been fabricated on the basis of 
war-time rumours regarding the part 
played by the Tsarina in thoso fateful 
years and he defends that lady's rep 
‘utation with absolute conviction, 
putting the Rasputin scandal in its 
Proper perspective and with greater 
yegard for accuracy and the memory 
ofa noble Jady.

ministrator. ‘Its appeal therefore| 
should be larger than‘a local one. and 
the reviewer has to confesr with 
shame that he was almost entirely 
unaware of the history of two such 
remarkable personages until he took 
up” this book. Whilst the writer 
generously gives full credit to the 
British as well as to the Americans 
for the establishment of this hospital, 
it must be admitted that undoubtedly 
the major, if not the entire eredit, for 
the establishment and maintenance of 
‘this hospital must be given to the 
‘American people. 

‘The hospital is perhaps fortunate in 
having, apparently somewhat fortuit- 
ously, altracted the services of two 
‘men ‘who would have been remark- 
able in any sphere of activity. One 
feels almost sorry that the book is not 
Yonger, and that the time at the re- 

viewer's disposal does not permit of 

a closer study, since it is not often in

“Never relax” was Stock- 
‘mar's motto, and the stift backs of 
the Vietorian frock-coats as they made 
‘their way to church, the hard dis- 
‘cemfort of the armckairs and horse- 
hair sofas, the deadly insipidity of the 
Jskeleton ‘wax frult ornaments and 
‘other atrocities of the period all pay| 
cheerful tribute to Stockmar, and If 
he did not invent the phrase “Papa, 
potato, poultry, prunes and prisin,” 
then Dickens deserves great credit for 
selzing upon it as the symbol of 
‘Victorian ‘tuition at its worst. 

Underneath it all these Victorians: 
were very human and in between 
Leopold's first marriage, which. came 
toan untimely end owing to the 
[death of Princess Charlotte in chi 
Dirt, and his second marriage as King! 
fof the Belgians. he had a romantic 
‘morganatic marriage with the charm 
‘ng. if unintelligent, German actress, 
(Caroline Bauer. The romance, un- 
fortunately, did not end gracefully. 
‘and Mr. Holden 15 impelled to admit 
that Leopold's treatment of Caroline 
rovided the ‘frst occasion on which 
his instincts as a gentleman were at 
fault. 


‘The Hand of Destiny 


Queen Victoria curiously comes into| 
Leopold's life in spite of the relation-| 
ship due to the circumstance that her 
mother was Bis sister. For if it had 
not been for the death of Leopold's 
first wile, which prevented him trom| 
sitting on ‘the throne of Englend as| 
Prince Consort, Queen Victoria would 
never have been born, That seems 
fo be an astonishing statement. 

Mr. Molden justifies it, It will be| 
recalled that Princess Charlotte was 
the helress to the English throne and| 
the daughter of George IV. When| 
er gon was born dead, owing a the 
amazing ineapacity and ignorance of 
the court doctors (“two pompous and|

Princess and People 


‘The dynastic controversies had an 
extraordinary influence on polities at 
the time of Leopold's accession to the 
throne of Belgium. In February 1831 
‘the Estates General in Brussels had 
elected to the vacant throne the Duke 
fof Nemours, the second son of the 
King of the French, England promptly 
threatened war with France and the| 
[beilicose Prime Minister was none 
other than Lord Palmerston. That 
/was how Leopold found the way clear 
for him. Later, when Leopold pro- 
[posed that his’ nephew, ‘Ferdinand, 
should become King-Consort. to. the 
[widowed Queen of Portugal ("17 years 
old, ugly, ambltlous and ignorant”) 
King Louis Ptilippe again wished to 
press the claims’ of the Duke of 
Nemours. Again Lord Palmerston, 
[without threatening war, made it per- 
Hfectly clear that England would “not 
agree to a French King-Consort on 
the throne of her oldest ally, and 
Leopold again had tis way. So it was 
jonly in the fitness of things that 
Leopold should return the favours 
which he had received by Relping 
England to obtain a Prince Consort 
in the person of Albert of Sax 
Coburg-Gotha. his kinsman. ‘The cor- 
Fespondence between Queen Vietoria 
and her uncle is well known and 
‘widely quoted, but it is pleasant to

‘THE FASHION TREND AS REVEALED AT THE ROYAL 
ACADEMY PRIVATE VIEW ~

London, May 2. 

With opera in full swing and 
private view day at the Royal 
‘Academy already over, the season 
ig fairly launched. One would ex- 
pect a somewhat monotonous season 
in any case, for last year's was “tho 
most brilliant ever,” and Nature 
demands a perpetual antithesis. in 
all things. But walking through 
the galleries of Burlington House 
yesterday, one was struck by the 
Sombreness of the dresses. Most 
peopl do always dress in dark 
colours for the private view—which 
also is one of the few functions 
Where top hals are still the proper 
thing—but there are usually plenty 
of high lights.

‘As for Covent Garden, we are con- 
inually told that opera does not 

that this season is to be the 
ast, and that the theatre is to be 
sold to-make way for more flats. But 
‘at the last minute all is saved some- 
how, and this year the opera bids 
fair’ to be more distinguished and 
more sought after than ever. 

Tt opened with a superb perform= 
ance of the "Meistersinger,” with a 
charming young newcomer Tiana 
Lemnitz, equally delightful to see 
and to ‘hear, as Eva, Then came 
“Rigoletto” which somehow was not 
at all good, though it gave the audi» 
fence a chance to show their sports- 
‘manship: both conductor and singers 
‘were Italian and it seemed that, just 
because we feel so intensely about 
the Italians’ use of mustard gas in 
Abyssinia, the audience at Covent 
Garden was the more resolved that 
this Indignation should not be vented 
up on innocent artists. Next came 
‘a mast majestical “Parsifal,” and then 
fan “Aida” which fully atoned for 
the “Rigoletto. 

‘Two things strike one in connec- 
ton with these performances, Heresy 
as it may seem to say 50, Wagner 
Ought to be “cut”. “Meistersinger™ 
‘was played uncut, and though it 
began at 630, it did not end until 
afier 11. In the “Ring” cycle only 
“Rheingold” can be completed after 
inner and “Golterdammerung” must 
start at half-past five. In “Tristan,” 
at the beginning of the third act 
King Mark holds forth without a 
break for 45 minutes, which, even 
for an outraged husband, Is’ exces- 
sive. Genius has been described as 
fan infinite capacity for giving pain, 
Ic certainly knows no bounds in its 
exuberance. Glorious as Wagner

Revival of Verdi 


The other thought to which one is 
prompted is sallsfoction at the re- 
vival of Verdi, not only the Verdi 
of the latest ‘blossoming, but all 
Verdi.” Wagner taught us that it 
might seem \ perfectly natural. for 
actors and actresses to sing instead 
of speaking. their paris in a com~ 
[Paratively modern comedy like 
“Meistersinger," a story of ordinary 
human beings’ devoid of magical as- 
sociation, And from Wagner we 
have come back to the man against 
‘whose methods he revolted, to realize 
that the old-fashioned opera could 
be as dramatic as music drama, 
‘Though for most of his life Verdi, 
stuck to the old conventions, no one 
‘can stir our feelings more deeply by 
the intensity and appropriateness of 
hhis rich melody, And it is melody 
that does this, not declamation to an 
orchestral tapestry of leit-moti/s, nor 
‘oidinary speech, but musle, making 
us, again, forget the intrinsi¢ absurd- 

‘on which all opera rests,
